SUMMARY. 

Ohio Oil, its properties and pros- 
pects, are discussed. The White Lead 
corroders are just closing what has 
been one of the most active seasons 
they have known for many years, but 
there has not been much money in it 


‘| as there might have been under other 


circumstances; inspite of an open 
market and a very keen competition 
at the start, they have been able to 
maintain prices fairly well, each cor- 
roder having about all the trade he 
could attend to without seeking to ab- 
sorb that of his neighbor, The results 
of the Norwegian Cod Liver Oil sea- 
son, so far as the number of barrels 
produced is concerned, differs very 
little from that of last year; the pro- 
duction of the finest quality oil has 
been large, while that of the poorer 
grades is not more than half of last 
year’s yield, and as the consumption 
in this country is increasing, higher 
prices are looked for when the demand 
sets in in the fall. Commercial Union 
with Canada is asubject of importance 
and receives proper attention in the 
REPORTER this week. The dissolution 
of the Wall Paper Pool was expected 
sooner than it occurred, and as every 
manufacturer is free to act for himself, 
a lively competitive warfare will be 
the result. Customs collectors have 
been instructed that the duty on im- 
ported merchandise which has been 
purchased, must be based on the 
actual cost, and the duty on consigned 
goods is to be fixed by a fair market 
value at the place of exportation. 

The oil developments at Shamburg, 
a hamlet of Pennsylvania, are receiving 
more attention. Russian oil wells are 
still forcing themselves upon the atten- 
tion of the public. An important con- 
ference was held in Lima last week 
among oil producers, who concluded 
to suspend all new operations for nive 
months. Reference is made to Dru- 
mine, the new anesthetic, and toa 
novel varnish of a foreign origin. 
Some testimony is given in the case of 
the Canadian Government against 
J.C. Ayer & Co., now ontrial. Late 
information will be found on the con- 
dition of glass stocks, what is being 
done at the glass factories, and the 
troubles in the British flint glass 
trade. Several English chemical pat- 
ents are described. A treatise on test- 
ing indigo extracts is presented by a 
city firm. In the customs department 
are announcements of the Senate 
Committee on Undervaluations, and a 
decision on merchant appraisers’ fees, 
A detailed list of new business enter- 
prises in the South for the past six 
months, shows a large increase in that 
direction. A method is described of 
detecting cinchonidine in sulphate 
quinine. Several new disinfectants 
are announced, tests with various in- 
secticides are given, and the composi- 
tion of mercury is referred to. Naval 
stores producers in Georgia are ad- 
vancing their legislative projects.

SPRING TRADE IN WHITE 

LEAD, 


Those who predicted, or imagined, 
thatthe white lead market would go 
all to pieces once the controlling power 
of the defunct corroders’ association 
was removed, have found that they 
were far out of the way in their caleu- 
lations. Considering the circumstan- 
ces under which the association dis- 
banded it was only natural to suppose 
that the corroders, left free to follow 
their own inclinations. would proceed 
at once to inaugurate a war of prices, 
which would ultimately result in the 
extinction of those elements in the 
trade which, during the existence of 
the association, prevented that unani- 
mity of action so much, but vainly, de- 
sired by the majority. When an open 
market was declared last January the 
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esedtien to follow this line of action 
was strongly marked, and the large 
reduction ot selling prices which took 
place immediately was an earnest of 
what might be expected to follow 

Even the most conservative houses, 
though always slow to join in any 
moveinent to depress the market, 
started this spring with an unmistake- 
able determination to adopt the ag- 
gressive policy marked out by their 
competitors. Of course there was an 
equally strong intention on the part 
of those firms against which this ag- 
gressive movement was in the main di- 
rected, to give their competitors a 
sharp battle for supremacy in the 
openmarket. To thisend their agents 
were instructed to solicit the direct 
patronage of small dealers and con- 
suwmers, as has previously been told in 
these columns. So far there was noth- 
ing to discredit the theory that lead 
would have sold during the season at 
such low prices as were never known 
before. It looked as though it were go- 
ing to be a disasterous season for 
everybody engaged in the production 
of the article. 

A circumstance which does not seem 
to have entered largely into the cal- 
culations of the prognostigators, or the 
corroders’ for that matter, was the por® 
sibility that the consuming demand 
for white lead would assume such pro- 
portions as to give each manufacturer 
all he could do to attend to hisown 
trade without seeking to absorb that 
of his competitors, Yet such seems to 
have been the fact of the case. I is 
doubtful if the corroders have known 
a better season than that which is just 
closing, so far, at least, as the con- 
sumption of lead is concerned, since 
the days before *‘over-production” be- 
came a factor in the trade. Since early 
in the spring the corroders in all see- 
tions of the country have been over- 
run with orders and some of them have 
enough deliveries yet to be made to 
keep them busy during the present 
month at least. Au the demand has 
not yet subsided, the new orders com- 
iug in being very numerous for this 
time of the year. 

It is not probable, though it may be 
possible, that the consumption of white 
lead has increased to the exteiiy: ‘tie 
activity of the demand would imply. 
More likely, buyers have been in- 
fluenced by a desire to anticipate any 
renewal of the corroders agreement, 
which past experience taught them 
was a contingency which might be ex- 
pected to arise at any time. If such 
is actually the case, then, when 
the fall seasun opens, unless the 
corroders have iu the meantime settled 
their differences and pooled their is- 
sues on a new agreement, it will not be 
unreasonable to expect a renewal of 
sharp competition and the cutting of 
price interrupted by the developments 
of the spring trade. 
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NORWEGIAN COD LIVER OIL, 


The market for Norwegian cod liver 
oilisin a somewhat unsettled condi- 
tion at present owing to the offerings 
of several lots of last season’s stock. 
At this time of the year the demand is 
usually at its lowest ebb and as warm 
weather is not favorable to the inter- 
ests of holders of old oil, owing to the 
danger of its becoming rancid, it is 
patural that there should be a dezire 
to get rid of all such stock before the 
summer is farther advanced. Conse- 
quently it is offered at low prices and 
so long as it rewains on the market, 
prevents the upward movement which 
it is cluimed by those in a position to 
know, is warranted by the statistical 
position of the article. 

All reports from Norway though 
differing to a slight degree in details, 
agree that the prospects of good prices 
for cod liver oil were never more favor- 
able than at present. There are two 
districts from which the bulk of the 








supply is drawn, the most important 
being the Lofoten islands off the north- 
west coast of Norway, and the other 
being the Finmark district at the 
northern-most end of that country. 
The first mentioned produces the finest 
quality of the oil which comes to this 
market while the Finmark oil is usu- 
ally considered inferior. The Lofoten 
season, which usually begins early in 
February and continues to the middle 
of April, was delayed several weeks this 
year in consequence of inclement 
weather. In March the indications 
were that the yield would bea very 
poor one, only 1,380 barrels having 
been made up to the 5th of that month 
against 4,000 barrels to the 6th of March 
last year. However the fishing im- 
proved as the season advanced, and 
about 8,000 barrels represented the 
production at its close in April, or 
about 500 barrels less than the yield in 
1886, 

In the Finmark district the produc- 
ers were not so fortunate. They also 
were delayed by storms at the outset, 
and although their season extends 
from the beginning of April to early 
June, they were able to get only about 
one-half the quantity produced in 1886. 
Some estimates place the shortage in 
the entire yield of Norwegian oil this 
year at 2,000 barrels, compared with 
the season of 1886. The consumption 
in the United States is steadily increas- 
ing, the imports from July 1st, 1885, to 
June 30th, 1886, being 2,382 barrels, 
against 1,430 for the corresponding 
period in 1884-85, while this year it is 
believed that the receipts will not fall 
far short of 4,000 bbls. In view of 
this fact and that the trade here will 
be largely dependent upon the Lofoten 
oil for supplies, owing to the failure 
of the Fiumark fisheries, dealers are 
expecting much higher prices when 
the consuming season begins, at the 
latter part of next September or the 
beginning of October. 





OHIO OIL. 


Itissomewhat amusing to read the 

referencesto Lima oil insomeof the 
papers publishedin the oil regions of 
Pennsylvania. Wereit all true, the 
present price of twenty cents per barrel 
being paid by the Buckeye Pipe Line 
Company would be extravagant. We 
are told, with a regularity that almost 
equals the regularity of the issue of 
these journals, that the Lima oil is an 
utter failure as an illuminant, that its 
odor is so overpowering that it is of- 
fensive even after refining, and that it 
has been found impossible to get rid 
of this abominable smell). In fact, our 
worthy contemporaries are at a loss 
for adjectives sufficiently expressive of 
their disgust, and apparently desire us 
to believe that the Ohio production has 
no bearing on the statistical situation 
and no effect on the market values of 
Pennsylvania crude. But if all this be 
true, why this continuous repetition ? 
Why so persistently search for every 
worsel of discouraging news relating to 
a product that does not affectthe price 
and can not come into competition 
with Pennsylvania oil, and distort and 
enlarge upon every unfavorable feat 
ure? Why discredit every report 
favorable to the Lima oil, and why 
ridicule tne idea that the oil can be- 
come a competitor? Some of these 
contemporaries alluded to have been 
gracious and condescending enough to 
admit that Lima oil makes good liquid 
fuel. No doubt the Ohio producers are 
duly grateful for this generous ac- 
knowledgment. It is not our intention 
to write in defense of the despised Ohio 
oil or specially to conde-nn the ungen- 
erous attitude of certain contempor- 
aries; but we were impelled to place 
the one in its proper light, and call at- 
tention to the other, by comments of 
certain of our exchanges on the recent 
cut in the price of Lima oil to twenty 
cents per barrel. 

The reduction in the price of Lima 
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crude was made not only because the 

oil was inferior for refining pur- 

poses, but also because the produc- 

tion had increased so rapidly that 

the pipe line found it both diffi- 

cult and expensive to provide stor- 

age for the surplus. Lima oil doubt- 

less contains a smaller percentage of 

150 deg. water white illuminating oil, 

and the process employed to refine the 

crude may be more expensive, but that 

it cannot be refined to make it fit for 

illuminating purposes has not been 

| proven. On the contrary, samples of 
refined Lima oil we have seen have im- 

pressed us favorably in view of the ad- 

verse criticisms we had read, though 

it was plain there was room for im- 

provement. The improvements made 

in refined oil during the last decade 

have caused the cousumers to become 

exacting to such a degree that oi) 

which formerly would have been con- 

sidered a first class illuminant is now 

rejected as unfit for use, and until 

means are discovered to refine the 

Lima oil which wili bring the product 

up to the present high staudard it will 

remain unsaleable, in the home mar-

tributed to the fact that it has been 
sought to refine the oil in the manner 
that has proved successful with the 
Pennsylvania oils. The character of 
the oil being different it naturally re- 
quires different treatment to gain simi- 
lar results, and not until this is ac- 
knowledged and investigations made 
with the view of discovering what this 
difference in treatment should be, can 
there be hope of success. Weare, of 
course, well aware that erperiments 
made have taken a wide range, and 
that progress has been made by sev- 
eral investigators who have swerved 
from the beaten track, but the changes 
have not been radical enough and the 
end sought has therefore failed of ac- 
complishment. Whether the present 
difference in the price of Ohio and 
Pennsylvania oils represents the true 
difference in intrinsic value, it is dif- 
ficult to say, but be the difference too 
great or too small there can be little 
doubt that this difference will in the 
near future be so adjusted.

SEIZING GOODS FOR UNDERVALU- 
ATION. 
The Supreme Court of the United 
States has recently decided that seec- 
tion 2,839 of the revised statutes, pro- 


dise not invoiced according to the act- 
ual cost thereof at the place of export- 
ation with design to evade payment of 
duty, applies only to purchased goods 
and not to goods consigned by foreign 
manufacturers to their agents here, 
and that where imported goods are 
the property of the manufacturer the 
invoice need only state the fair mar- 
ket value of the goods at the place of 
manufacture. Acting Secretary May- 
nard has forwarded a letter to the New 
York collector touching this decision 
and states that section 12 of the act of 
June 22, 1874, is still in force and ap- 
plicable to all importations of mer- 
ehandise whether purchased or con- 
signed, where it appears that the gov- 
ernment has been defrauded of duties 
by means of fraudulent undervalua- 
tions. He instructs the collector to 
report all cases of supposed underval- 
uations to the United States attorney 
in order that he may take steps for the 
forfeiture of the merchandise or its 
value and the punishment of the 
offender. 

The decision of the Supreme Court 
makes a distinction bet ween purchased 
and consigned merchandise, and itis 
based on section 2,839, while the acting 
secretary takes another provision of 
the law to guide his movements, and 
places all merchandise on the same 


footing. The latter is the proper view 
to take of the matter; while the duty 
on purchased merchandise is deter- 
mined by the actwal cost, the duty on

COMMERCIAL UNION WITH CAN- 
ADA, 

That the commercial union project 
is advancing in importance and grow- 
ing in popularity, is evidenced by the 
national agitation of the subject and 
the changed views of public men who 
were formerly strong opponents of any 
measure which promised unrestricted 
relations between the United States 
and Canada. The Toronto Board of 
Trade discussed the subject the other 
day and passed a resolution favoring 
the largest possible freedom of com- 
mercial intercourse between the two 
countries compatible with their rela- 
tions with England. This important 
action was a surprise to the opponents 
who are laboring under the delusion 
that commercial union means an 
estrangement and separation from 
Knogland and annexation to the United 
States. Such a consummation is not 
desired by the promoters of reci- 
procity. 

Mr. Erastus Wiman, the leader of 
this movement in Montreal and 
one of New York’s most  prom- 


inent and _ influential merchants, 
has studied the subject  thor- 
oughly, and no gentleman is better 


qualified to speak upon the causes and 
effects of a commercial union than he. 
Having arrived at the conviction that 
nothing will contribute to a greater 
degree to a perpetuation of British 
connection than a close trade alliance 
with the United States, he gladly wel- 
comes on the reciprocity platform 
every Canadian who loves his native 
land and who values as one of his chief 
blessings a connection with the mother 
country. Wecoincide with Mr. Wi- 
man iu the belief that if the facts were 
put before the great American public, 
a popular vote to-day among the 
fair minded, liberal, enlightened mer- 
chants of the country, would be ten to 
one iu favor of commercial freedom 
between the countries on this con- 
tinent. The expression of his views 
at public meetings have awakened a 
fresh interest in the Canadian provin- 
ces and converted many anti-unionists 
to his way of interpreting the result. 
This fact has been made apparent 
within the past few days by a resolu- 
tion considered by the Ottawa Parlia- 
ment to the effect that liberal conces- 
sions on the part of both governments 
would afford an amicable settlement 
of present controversies and existing 
commercial difficulties, benefit the 
most important industries of Canada 
and promote the harmony and cement 
the friendly relativns existing between 
the government and people of the two 
countries. This resolution calls for the 
appointment of a commission for the 
negotiation of a treaty of unrestricted 
reciprocity based upon broad and com- 
prehensive principles and without 
prejudice to the political relations at 
present existing between Canada and 
the British Empire. This stepping 
stone to final action is framed in the 
proper spirit; it emphasizes the fact 
that the project has no political sig- 
nificance and is entirely independent 
of any annexation scheme. A treaty 
would remove any desire which might 
exist for annexation and would remove 
all advantages to be gained by it. 
Some fear has been expressed that if 
agitation on this question is stifled 
it might provoke a discussion on an- 


nexation pure and simple, but 
there is no indication of the 
reciprocity idea being retired; it 


has a stronger hold on the pulse 
of trade than the average reader 
would imagine.

END OF THE WALL PAPER POOL, 


After many spasmodic attempts to 
survive the thrusts made on its exist- 
ence, the usefulness of the wall paper 
pool has been terminated by mutual 
consent, after a checkered career of 
seven years, during which time the 
guerrillas of the business have been 
playing an important part and sapp- 
ing the life blood of the organization. 
It is safe to say that the combination 
will not be renewed until the destruc- 
tive element has been silenced or re- 
moved from the field by sharp compe- 
tition. Those who broke faith with 
their colleagues by secretly under- 
mining them have been discovered in 
their tricks and are now on the black 
list. The manufacturers of a cheap 
class of goods made in imitation of the 
better qualities have been reaping a 
harvest while the pool continued, as 
they r.ceived the benefit of the dif- 
ference between the jobbers’ and the 
retailers’ prices, but now that it is 
every man for himself, the retailer will 
receive all the benefit at the expense 
of the manufacturer and jobber. It is 
claimed that the new order of things 
will result in the weeding out of weak 
establishments and concentration of 
the manufacturing business.

Mr. David W. Piercy, father of Mr. Chas. A.

He wis very widely known, havi'g 
passed through a successful business career, 
and was highly esteemed. Last September Mr. 
Piercy and wife c*lebrated their golden wed- 
ding, and the latter still survives him. 


Spontaneous combustion of some of the con- 
tents caused a fire in the two-story frame 
building used as a laboratory adjoining Hough- 
ton & Co.’s varnish works, corner of West 
av+nue and Seventh street, Hunter’s Point, 
early Saturday morning. The building and its 
contents were damaged to the extent of $2,500, 
which is partially covered by insurance. 


The Standard Paper Company of Milwaukee, 
Wie., has made an assignment to J. E, Friend, 
the immediate cause being that the Mitchell 
Bank garnisbeed their accounts. The liabilities 
are about $20,000, and nominal assets estima- 
ted at $120.000. It was incorporated in Sep- 
tember, 1883, hada paid-in capital of $70,000,and 
succeeced the J. W. Batler Paper Company. 


Steps are being taken in Washington to enter 
suits against the District of Columbia for the 
restitution for all collections since the tax was 
first imposed from license tax on commercial 
agents. There is said to be a general move- 
ment for such litigation in States and Terri- 
tories where the license tax has been imposed, 
which the Supreme Court declares unconstitu- 
ticnal. 


Experiments are now being made by chem- 
ists in the employ of the New York Central 
Railroad Company at Dobb’s Ferry with elec- 
tricity. The object isto light railroad cars and 
stations. The electricity is not stored, but 
produced, it is said, by the application of cer- 
tain chemicals to a kind of clay. The light 
produced will cost, it is hoped, less than kero- 
sene oil. 


The tanners have decided to resume their 
session at Saratoga on the Ith of September. 
They left some momentous economic questicns 
unfinished when they separated in Boston last 
fall. Some of the participants in that scene 
have been girding on their armor for a re- 
newal of the discussion of methods whereby 
great improvements may be wrought in the 
tanning art. 


At the fint glass bottle factories in Philadel- 
phia, there are orders booked that will keep all 
hands busy until the beginning of the two 
months’ recess. There is not at any of the fac- 
tories in Wheeling as uch stock on hand now 
as at the first of January—a fact not often true 
of the Ohio valley. It illustrates beyond doubt 
that the glass trade of that section for the six 
months closing now has been fully up to ex- 
pectation. 


It ig asserted that bakers in Philadelphia are 
in the habit of using yellow chromate of lead, 
for the purpose of giving a yellow color to 
bread, custards, cakes and other confections 
which should be made with and colored by 
eggs, but which for purposes of criminal econ- 
omy are made without eggs. This yellow col 
oring matter is poisonous and accounts are 
published of iis deleterious effects upon per- 
sons,particularly children who have eaten food 
in which it was used and subsequently died, 


A terrific explosion occurred at Findlay, O., 
Friday. the nitro-giycerine factory of E. N. 
McCoy blowing up. There were nearly 1,000 
pounds of explosive in the buildings. The con- 
cussion caused the people tor miles around to 
think that an earthquake had occurred, The 
factory was blown to atoms. Somebody with 
a spite against the proprietor made a fuse and 
placing a cap in the cleaning tenk where the 
stuff was, caused the explosion from a distance, 
The damage was not great. 


At a meeting of the stockholders of the new 
glass company in Beaver Falle, Pa, an organ- 
ization was effected by the election of the fol 
lowing officers: President, J. C. Whitla; secre- 
tary and treasurer, J. P. Stowe; directore, Sim- 
eon Harold, 8. P. Stone, John M. Hughes, J. C. 
Whitla, J. R. Harrah, Fred. G. Fallman and J. 
P. Stone. Asite has been selected and pur- 
chased, and work on the building will be com- 
menced at once. Itis expected that in sixty 
days glassmaking will be in progress. The 
product will be tableware. 


Mr. David F. Evans, of the firm of Hogan, 
Evans & Co, glass chimney manufacturers of 
Pittsburg, died sudden!y on Monday, June 20. 
He was at the factory the day before and felt 
rather unwell while there. Upon his arriving 
home bis family physician was summoned, and 
he pronounced the trouble cholera morbus. 
Mr. Evans never rallied from the attack to any 
extent, but succumbed to its effccts the next 
evening. He was in the glass business fora 
number of years and was very well known all 
over the country asa leading chimney manu- 
facturer. 


Walter L. Terrell, who committed suicide by 
jumping from a North River ferry-boat one 
night last week was a clerk for Mr. Charles 
Reed, the Baltimore drug broker. Terrell was 
a fugitive from justice, having forged Mr. 
Reed’sa name to a check for $160, which was 
paid by the Marine Bank. Several years ago 
he attempted suicide by shooting himself in 
the head, and it was believed by hie friends 
that his mind was effected from the effects of 
the wound. He was but 23 years of age and 
came of a highly respected family. 


L. Cuisinier of Brussels, claims the discovery 
of a new diastasic substance, which he calls 
cerealose. It bas a more sugary flavor than 
the solid maltose of Dubrunfaut, and is more 
easily manufactured. If maize be simply 
steeped in cold water for two or three days, a 
special kind of diastase 1s developed, which the 
author calis glucase. By the action of this 
substance upon starch, cerealose is obtained. 
Cerealose is a mixture of varying and uncer- 
tain composition, containing from 48 to 72 per 
cent dextrose, from 5 to 24 per cent maltose, 
and from | to 12 per cent of dextrine, 


The paper mill of T. New, at Nos. 521 to 637 
East Nineteenth street, caught fire last week 
and was destcoyed. Mr. New manufactures 
roofing and building paper and employed up- 
ward of fifty hands. The building extended 
through to Twentieth street and was filled with 
expensive machinery, most of which was quite 
new. The mill bad been in operation only 
three years. Mr. New estimates his loss on 
machinery, with whatever stock was in process 
of manufacture, at not less than $70,000. His 
insurance amounts to between $50,000 and 
$60,C0) 


La Halie aux Cui’s, commenting on the trade 
in bark, says: “There has been an unusual 
amount of business done in barks this year. 
The want of sap in the trees and the renuncia 
tion of stripping by several wood merchants 
have caused a falling off in the produetion, 
Several speculators have taken advantage of 
this situation and have been buyizgright and 
left barksof every description,thinking thereby 
to raise prices, and then, by keeping their 
stocks back until just before stripping time, to 
reap large profits. The quantities in their 
hands, when they do come into the market, 
are, however, la'ge enough to cause a serious 
fall in prices, in whatever way the thing may 
be managed,” 


An electro chemical process of preparing al- 
uminum—quite distinct from the Cowles eleo- 
tric smelting process—has been developed by 
Dr. Kleiner, of Zurich. The method is simple 
and rapid and is to be tested for a year at 
works capable of turning out at least 200 
pounds of pure metal per week. The two ele- 
ments of the process are the ore—cryolite, a 
double fluoride of sodium and aluminum—and 
the power required to drive the dyoamo, and it 
is expected to produce aluminum at very 
much less than half its present cost. Alumi 
num ig very abundant in a combined state, 
and its valuable properties must bring it into 
extensive demand when its preparation is 
sufficiently cheapened. 


The Montreal Herald, adverting tojthe alleg- 
ed undervaluation case of J. C. Ayer & Co,.says 
“a strong feeling of indignation bas been rais- 
ed by the disclosures made regarding the sys- 
tem carried out by the customs officials,” and 
describes another case of grevience as follows: 
Mr. Gilmour, of Thomas Leeming & Co., had 
bought goods in New York at $1 35 per pound, 
and when here the customs insisted they should 
be valued at $190. He got quotations from 
New York at $1 50, $1 55, and $1 35, but the cus- 
tome here still claimed it could not be less than 
$195. Finally the matter being left to the de- 
cision of arbitrators appointed by the customs 
authorities themselves, the firm had to pay 
duty at a valuation of $1 80. 


Mr. Fred. Habirshaw, who has been the New 
York manager of the Downer Kerosene 
Oil Co., of Boston for the past twenty five 
yeare, severed his connection with that com- 
pany last week, and the office on the corner of 
Maiden Lane and Pearl street, whcre business 
has been conducted by Mr. Habitshaw during 
that time, is now closed. His numerous friends 


in the trade regret his withdrawa), For the 
present he is taking a much needed vacation 
at a summer retreat. Mr. F. O, Ketcham 
who has had charge of the outside business for 
the past ten years, also resigned at the same 
time, and his friends are pleased to hear that 
he intends to remaininthe oil business. It is 
understood that the Downer Kerosene Oil Co. 
will have no agency in this city hereafter. It 
enjoyeda very prosperous trade here during the 
long administration of the gentlemen named. 


WESTERN NOTES. 


[Special correspondence of the Orn, PAINT AND 
DRvuG REPORTER. ]} 
CHICAGO, July 2, 1887. 

Despite the drop in flaxseed during the 
week, linseed ojl has not exhibited any symp- 
toms of weakening. On the contrary, the gen- 
eral tone of the market may be said to be even 
firmer than a week ago. While I know of one 
lot of oil having been offered at 44 cents a few 
days ago, most local crushers refused to enter- 
tain any proposition to sell at less than 45c, 
strengthening their position by pointing to the 
Eastern demand for Western oil July delivery 
at 48 cents. Country mills, as a rule, come up 
nobly to the support of their Chicago brethren, 
Some of them, perhaps, sre influenced by their 
connection with some one of the rival oi] com- 
binations. In the case of others it is nct un- 
fair to presume that a scarcity of stock exists, 
a potent intiuence in dutermining their action, 
The tangible result, however, is, in either case, 
the same, and the firmness of linseed ofl 
throughout the West is a source of surprise 
even to manufacturers themselves. The local 
den ands (and by local I mean the Western ter- 
ritory naturally tributary to Chicago). while 
unu‘ually active for the season, is not equal to 
what itwasamonthago. Tothis circumstance 
may be attributed the disposition of crushers 
to fill orders from the East, so far as their lim- 
ited supply renders it possible. An impression 
prevails here that Eastern jobbers ir: fluenced 
by short stocks and a belief in higher prices. 
are disposed to buy freely. Under such cir- 
cumstances we might naturally expect free of- 
ferings, with the inevitable attendant break in 
prices, were it not for the fact that the parties 
who would like to take advantage of the situa- 
tion find themselves unable to follow their in- 
clinations. In other words, they were anxious 
cfferers and free sellers at 36 and 37 cents. 


A careful survey of the prospect for the fu- 
ture from this point leads oneto anticipate 
higher prices, Through the courtesy of parties 
here I have been shown private communica- 
tions (both by mail and by telegraph) from the 
Necrthwest. which would seem to point to 
lower estimates, as to the cr p of seed, than 
those which have been hitherto mainly re- 
lied upon as data. Coming, as they do, from 
sources both well informed and disinterested,I 
am disposed to accord them a fair degree of 
credence, If they are to be relied upon, the 
output of oil during the next crop year will be 
considerably curtailed, while crushers (in the 
West, at least) will, as a rule, start with no sur- 
plus oil to speak of. It is such considerations 
as these (whether well or ill founded) which tn- 
duce not a few Western manufacturers to look 
forward hopefully toward the coming year as 
likely to prove one of exceptional prosperity. 

Advices from Cincinnati and St. Louis indi- 
cate the existence of the same state of affairs 
in both these markets us here. Stocks are re- 
ported light, with a demand rather iu excess of 
the offerings. Prices at either point are about 
the same as those ruling in this market. 


FLAXSEED, 


The downward tendency of flaxseed during 
the week has been so marked as to revive par- 
tially faded recoliections of last winter. Even 
then, however, the drop in price was hardly as 
abruptas during the week just ended. A 
feature of the market which, in the absence of 
explanation, deserves special mention is that 
while the receipts have been light, the c fferings 
bave been considered as a whole, rather in ex- 
ces of the demaud. If the open sales on ’change 
are to be accepted as even a moderate criterion 
of the quantity of seed which have changed 
bands, the volume of business has failen off, 
reported sales having aggregated 51 cars as 
against 63 cars last week. The repost of the in- 
spector also indicates a decadence of activity 
68 cars having been inepected as against 89 cars 
last week. 

Local crushers have not manifested any par- 
ticular desire to pur: hase, no special activity 
having been apparent in this quarter until yes- 
terday when 16 cars were bought by a local 
manutacturer of oil at the bottom price for the 
day. Perhaps more inquiry might be heard 
from this quarter if the arrival of new seed 
were not so soon expected. 

The dullness in the market for cash seed has 
been to some extent offset by a slight improve- 
ment in activity in the speculative market, 
although here too lower prices bave ruled 
perhaps influenced by the weakness in cash 
delivery. There have been apparently fair 
selling orders for futures al] through the week, 
About 77,'00 bushels of September seed have 
peen sold, at prices ranging from $118 at the 
beginning of the week to $112 at the close. 
October delivery made its appearance on Mon- 
day, when 3 cars sold at $1 1734; asale of like 
amount was made on Thursday at $115, and 
yesterday it was offered at $113 but found no 
takers; 5carsof August sold on Thursday at 
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$1 15, while the last of July declined from $118 
Wednesday to $115 on Friday. In cash seed, 
however, the decline in prices has been even 
more marked, the market having steadily 
fallen from $120 on Monday to $113% atthe 
lose of the week’s business on Friday. The 
range forthe month has been from $1 12k@ 
122. A computation of the receipts and ship- 
ments during June and comparison with those 
for the same month last year, show that the 
former have been 31,048 bushels less, and the 
—— 14,640 bushels more than those of June, 

The last six months of the crop year having 
practically closed, the following comparative 
statistics of the movement of seed during that 
period may not be void of interest: Total re- 
ceipte from January to July 1, 1887, 1,269,505 
bushels; during same period of 1886, 1,116,994; 
excess in 1887, 152,511 bushels, Shipments for 
Periods named—1887, 1,620,660 bushels; 1886, 
1,876,629 bushels; decrease in 1887, 255,969 bush- 
els; excss of shipments over receipts during 
first six months of 1887, 351,155 bushels, 

OILS. 

Tho decline in the visible supply of lard at 
the beginning of the week, added to higher 
prices, has resulted in giving a firmer tone to 
the market in lard oil, although nominal quo- 
tations remain about the same as a week ago— 
H4@ibc, with some choice grades selling at 56c. 
There has been no cessation, or even diminu- 
tion, of demand, and refiners report an excel- 
lent business during the week, with a fair 
movement eastward. As compared with last 
week, stocks of lard have decreased 1,000 
tierces, to-day’s supply in Chicago being 106,000 
tierces (94,000 contract), the amount in sight a 
year agO having been 138,000 tierces. 

The stock of oleo in this market is reported 
rather light, and it is not believed here that 
there is an over-supply in the East. A leading 
exporter is reported to be a heavy buyer in 
more than one of the chief markets of the 
country, and this manifestation of confidence 
in the future is regarded in some well-inform- 
ed quarters as indicative ot a hopeful outlook. 
The speculative inquiry continues brisk. 

PAINTS. 

There bas been no material change in the 
situation in the paint market during the week. 
Business has been quiet although the prospect 
of a settlemeut of the great strike and lockout 
among the building trades has encouraged 
some jobbers having a large local trade to hope 
for arevival of activity not common at this 
season of the year. Manufacturers of white 
lead have made no change in prices notwith- 
standing the well maintained advance in the 
cost of crude materials. Those corroders who 
make a specialty of red lead appear to have 
tacitly agreed to exact bigher prices, and that 
commodity is now about 25 cents per 100 
pounds higher than it was u few weeks ago. 
Manufacturers are firm holders at the en- 
hanced valuation, and their comparatively 
small number enabies them to act in concert 
without formal combination. 

A meeting (and banquet) of the Chicago Paint 
and Oil Club was to have been held on Thurs- 
day evening last (June 30), but was postponed 
indefinitely owing—it is said—to the absence of 
mapy members rrom the city. It is doubtful, 
however, whether any further meetings will be 
held until the co-operation of some leading 
houses which have hitherto held aloof from 
the movement has been assured. 

A failure in which some Chicago and BSt. 
Louis jobbing houses were interested occurred 
this week. Baley Plumb, of Bloomington, III., 
dealerin paints and wall paper succumbed, 
with liabilities estimated at about $10,000, 
chiefly held in the two cities above named. His 
assets will scarcely exceed fifty per cent. of 
his obligations. He confessed judgments ag- 
gregating $3,120 in favor of his daughter and 
son-in-law. 

PIG LEAD. 

As was foreshadowed in my letter of last 
week, the market in pig lead has slightly de- 
clined, to-day’s quotations being about $4 424 
@4 45. These prices are for July delivery, spot 
lead being apparently out of the market both 
here and at 8t. Louis. At the latter point July 
lead is reported to be about $4 352433. Dur- 
ing the early portion of the week there was 
noticeable a marked cessation in inquiry, but 
a@ renewed demand sprang up about Thursday. 
Holders, however, manifested no disposition to 
sell at the decline, and inthe hackneyed slang 
of the street—‘‘buyers and sellers were apart.” 
Brokers who are in intimate relation with re- 
finers look for an advance rather than a decline 
n values. This expectation is based upon the 

ndisputed fact that the congumptive demand 
hroughout the West has been, for 
some time past, about equal to the pro- 
duction and that refiners are not carrying 
any excess of product. These observers in- 
cline to believe that the recent course of the 
New York market has been largely influenced 
by those who wished to buy bullion, and point 
to the fact that by no means the amount of 
lead actualiy needed to supply manufacturers’ 
wants has yet been purchased.

Composition of Mercury. 
BY A. C. COUSENS. 


Since my first paper on the probable compo- 
sition of mercury I have noticed other rela- 
tions between that metal and gold and thal- 
lium which are interesting, and if not acci- 
dental, may possibly lead to the discovery of 
an important law. 

The atomic weights and specific gravities are 
those previously given,and are the most re- 
cent determinations I have been able to obtain:

It will be seen that not only is the atomic 
weight of mercury the mean of that of gold 
and thallium, but ita specitic gravity in the 
liquid state is very nearly the mean of their 
atomic volumes; and its own atomic volume 
when fluid is almost exactly the theoretical 
specific gravity of ac alloy formed from equal 
weights of gold and thallium, the calculated 
specific gravity being 1468, which is only 0°29 
in excess of the specific gravity of solid mer- 
cury, being less than the difference in the cal- 
culated and actual specific gravity of some 


known alloy, one of gold. 


New Disinfectants, 


An improved deodorant and disinfectant has 
been patented in England by H. M. Caliwell, 
of Sydney, New South Wales. The compound 
is prepared by first mixing 7 cwt. of ferrous 
sulphate with 40 lb. peroxide manganese; 400 
gallons of water are added, and the whole 
boiled for three hours, udding while hot 6 Ib. 
oil of eucalyptus; this preparation acts as a 
deodorant. Four tons of caustic soda are 
heated tu a dull red with one ton peroxide of 
manganese for a period of 48 hours; water is 
subsequently added and re-evaporated. This 
second preparation is added to one-half that 
first described, the mixture forming a power- 
ful deodorant and disinfectant. 

Another patent has been issued in England to 
two parties of Cambridge, for an improved 
cisinfecting powder. Ground and dried peat 
ig mixed with an antiseptic such as sanitas 
creosote, or carbolic acid. 

W. D. Borland, of London, has received an 
English patent on bromine preparrtions for 
sanitary and other purposes. A mixture is 
made of asoluble bromide wit! . soluble bro- 
mate, preferably of sodium or potassium, and 
this is mixed intimately with an alkaline bisul- 
phate, such as sodium hydrogen sulphate, For 
a less concentrated form, niter cake is used in- 
stead of pure bisulphate. For sanitary pur- 
poses it is sometimes convenient to add other 
substances, such as cupric sulphate, alum, etc, 
The addition of a small amount of a terpene. 
essential oil, camphor or hydrocarbon, ia- 
creases the keeping power of the preparation,

Oil of the Japanese Sardine Villon. 


This oil, which was introduced into Europe 
two years ago, but which found little accep- 
tance on account of its most unpleasant smell, 
due tothe crude manner of its extraction, is 
considered to be capable of profitable applica- 
tion in dyeing, and in the stearine and soap 
manufactures. The oil is chiefly obtained 
from the isiand of Yeeso, and from the penin- 
sula of Ava, near Yokohama, and is extracted 
from the fish, either by boiling with water or 
by allowing them to fot in heaps, when the 
greater part of the oil flows out, the residue 
being obtained by pressure. This oil coatains 
about 30 per cent of solid fat, and begins to 
run at 20 to 22 deg. C. It is refined in Yoko™ 
hama by being heated for an hour at 50 to 60 
deg. C.,in iron boilers of 100 liters capacity, 
and then run off into wooden vessels, where it 
soon separates into three layers. The upper 
layer is liquid and clear oil, the middle layer 
consists of solid fat, and the lower is water, 
with albuminous substances and portions of 
the fish. The liquid oil, when light, costs in 
Hamburg 40 marks per 100 kilos., and about 
37°5 marks when brown. The solid fat is re- 
melted, filtered and run into boxes, in which it 
solidifies. This fat is yellow, and is sold in 
Rotterdam as fish stearine or fish wax, at 43 
marks per 100 kilos. In the Indo-Chinese 
colonies, and especially in Cambodia, the pro- 
duction of this fish fat might be very consid- 
erable, about 400,000 kilos. a month could 
readily be exported. Experiments as to the 
application of this new product would be of 


great value. 
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Tests with Various Insecticides, 

The damage annually done by insects isso 
great that farmers naturally welcome any rem- 
edy that may be suggested as efficacious, and 
in order to enlighten them Prof. Riley, ento- 
mologist ot the department of agriculture, 
tested nearly all the remedies that had been 
recommended by individuals or through [the 
newspapers. His results show that ice-water 
is not reliable as a remedy against the cabbage 
worm, while salt and water, and saltpeter and 
water also failed. One part carbolic acid to 
100 parts of water injured the leaves and did 
not killthe worms under the leaves. Pyre- 
thrum, one part, and flour three parts dusted 

















on the plants, killed three-fourths of the 
worms, while soap, one ounce toa galion of 
water, applied at a temperature of 90 deg., 


killed one-half, Kerosene emulsion destroyed 


80 per cent of all worms exposed to it, but 
buckwheat flour, ammonia, powdered alum, 
copperas water, carbolized lime, black pepper, 
tar water and tomato water were failures. 
Copperas water (one ounce copperas to a quart 
of water) had no effect, but when reduced to 
half that quantity of water it ki'led all the 
Carbolate of lime drove them away, 
but did not kill them. With the striped cu- 
cumber beetle soap did no good, though carbo-

Annual Meeting of the American Cot- 


ton Oil Trusi, 


The second annuai meeting of the holders of 


certificates of the American Cotton Oil Trust, 
was held last Friday at noon at the offices of 
the Trust, in the Wells building on Broadway.

The profits 
to the end of the fiscal year are $2,439,720 75, 
The cash on hand is $757,819 87 and the value of 
the product on hand $3,378,60077, to be real- 
ized on before next season. An annua! divi- 
dend of $4 per share was declured, payable 
quarterly and commencing August 1]. It 
was announced that it had been decided to 
place the certificate and tra.sfer books in a 
public trust company and also to take steps to 
list the certificates on the New York Stock 
Exchange. It was pointed out that a complete 
organization now existed, and that the crop 
prospects were at present exceptionally good. 

The election resulted in the choice of Messrs. 
J. V. Lewis, E. Urquhart and J. L. Macauley, 
as trustees for three years, and Mr. John Scott 
to serve one year. The Board subsequently 
met to re-organizs and re-elected Mr. Lewis as 
President, and Mr.W, P, Anderson as secretary. 
Mr. John Bloodgood, a broker on Wall street, 
who gaid he represented 6,000 shares, was pres- 
ent and asked for additional information re- 
garding finances, and President Lewis com- 
plied with bis request.

Naval Stores Legislation. 

The committee appointed by the Naval 
Stores Manufacturers Protective Association, 
at its last meeting in Jesup, on April 14, met in 
Waycross, Ga., forthe purpose of framing a 
bill, to be introduced in the next session of the 
Legislature, regulating the inspection and sale 
of naval stores in the State of Georgia. There 
was present Hon. L. Johnson, of Graham; Hon.

The Senate Undervaluations 
mittee, 

Persons who are deeply interested in the 
matter have been endeavoring for some time 
past to ascertain what is the prospect of prac- 
tical results from the efforts of the Senate 
Committee to investigate undervaluations and 
reform the Customs administration lawe. 

The inquiries have not called forth encour- 
aging replies. All the indications that can be 
gathered are not favorable to the conclusion 
that any considerable proxress has been made, 
or that the committee has reached important 
conclusions, or is likely to do so. The prospect 
of a report early in December which will carry 
weight and suggest some adequate remedy for 
existicg defects of administration is very 
slight, 

Those who have recently inquired have little 
hope that the committee will be heard from 
early in the Fiftieth Congress with any really 
useful and valuable recommendations. The 
general statements already made from time to 
time in this correspondence are said to cover 
all that the committee has yet determined 
upon. The committee is now scattered; the 
individual members giving more or leas atten- 
tion to the work in hand, but it is not known 
that any material progress is being made.

Merchant Appraisers’ Fees. 


The appeal taken by the Government to the 
United States Circuit Court from the judgment 
of the United States District Court in the suit 
of Iselin, Neeser < Co, against Edward L. Hed- 
den, Collector of the Port, wherein plaintiff re- 
covered a penalty of $200 under section 2¢36 uf 
the United States Revised Statutes, for the ex- 
acting and recciving a fee of $10 to eover the 
compensation of a merchant appraiser on re- 
appraisement, which was argued before Judge 
Wallace at a recent term of the court by Gen. 
Ketchum and Gen. Tremain for the plaintiffa, 
and by Assistant United States Attorney Henry 
C. Platt for the Government, has been decided 
in favor of the Government. Judge Wallace 
has handed down an opinion in which the 
Court holds that, although such an exaction of 
the merchant appraiser’sfee from the impor- 
ter is illegal, the section cf the Statute 
(2636) invoked by the plaintiff has no ap- 
plication where acertificate of probable 
cause is grented, and when taken in 
connection with other existing statutes, which 
make the decision of the Collectors of Cus- 
toms as to all fees, charges and exactions of 
whatever character, other than those relating 
to the rate and amount of duties, final and con- 
clusive, against all persons interested in the 
same, unless protested and appealed from to 
the Secretary of the Treasury, and suit brought 
to recover them as prescribed by law. 

Tne judgment of the United States Circuit 
Court is reversed for error in not granting the 
motion made by the United States Attorney on 
the trial to direct a verdict for the defendant, 

This decision, in effect, covers over eighty 
similar pending suits, against collectors in this 
district, to recover penalties aggregating about 
$600,000.

Large Increase of Business Enter- 
prises in the South. 


The first six months of 1887 witnessed the 
most remarkable industrial activity in the 
South that the world has probably ever seen, 
says the Man:facturers’ Record. From one 
end tothe other of that section the people 
have awakened to the vast possibilities of the 
future of this land on which nature has be- 
stowed her blessings with such a lavish hand. 
When we examine the actual industrial pro- 
gress of the South during this period, as mex s- 
ured by the list of enterprises established or 
organized in that time, we cannot but be 
amazed at the stupendous work that has been 
accomplished.

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Commercial Union with Canada. 


The discussion of the present and prospective 
commercial relations of Canada with Great 
Britain and the United States, has spread over 
a wide territory, and it has assumed such a 
shape that itis believed to be only a question of 
time when widely extended reciprocity be- 
tween Canada and the United States will be an 
established fact. Asthe KEPORTER desires to 
advance with the march of progress and assist 
any movement that would prove of mutual 
benefit, correspondence was opened with some 
of the merchants in Canadian provinces and 
elsewhere, with the view of obtaining opinions 
upon this important subject, and hastening 
action in the matter. 

MR ERASTUS WIMAN ON RECORD, 

As Mr. Erastus Wiman of this city (president 
of the Ca:adian club) is the pioneer in tho dis- 
cussion of reciprocity, and has become thor- 
oughly conversant with the subject, bis views 
were first solicited and he kindly complied 
with the request. Asa noted public speaker 
Mr. Wiman has frequently been called upon to 
explain the advantaves to be gained by closer 
trade relations, and one of his most important 
speeches was recently delivered in the hotel 
Brunswick before the New York Board of 
Trade by request. The gentleman has been 
complimented many times on his sensible ideas 
and it is not strange that be bas numerous fol- 
lowers 1n his native country—Canada. 


Mr. Wiman gaid that the possibilities arising 
out of the freest commercial relations between 
the United States and Canada were worthy of 
ihe highest consideration. A period in the 
history of the two countries had been reached 
when it was possible that all the commercial 
barriers between them could be swept away. 
The time had come, the speaker believed, when 
it was feasible that the commercs of the United 
States could pervade the whole northern cont'- 
pent, and that, without let or hindrance, the 
development of the Northwest, which had been 
so Marvellous, and which, so far as the United 
States were concerned, had now almost reached 
its boundary line, would continue to contrib- 
ute to the greatness of this nation. Thisdevel- 
opment within the Canadian lines had gone 
forward with a rapidity quite equal to that of 
the United States. The growth in all material 
respects of Canada, in her splendid cities, in 
the extension of her railways, the improve- 
ment of her public works, and in the steady 
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boats, its possession is like the possession of 
seed corn or wheat in an agricultural commu- 
nity. To sell one’s seed corn would be folly. 
To permit its sale to a ccmpetitor, without 
compensation or consideration, is to give up 
the advantages of geographical location and 
proprietary rights as distinctive as any other 
national right. This is not, however, the proper 
rlace to discuss this question. It is simply al- 
luded to because it shows the advantages which 
would come to the United States if the entire 
fishing facilities of the vast coast line could be 
thrown open to her enterprise and industry. 
The harvests of the rea have been but skimmed, 
Properly cultivated as they would be with 
open markets in this yast countr’, and as a re- 
ward for American enterprise and the invest- 
ment of capital and skill, the food products of 
the ocean could be quadrupled. The cost of 
sustenance of human /ife in all our large cen- 
ters could thus be immensely decreased, and 
coupled with the vast productive agricultural 
forces on the ranches and prairies, this ele- 
ment could be drawn upon for a large contri- 
bution towards the sustentation of human life 
at the cheapest possible rates.” 

Mr. Wiman then referred at length to the 
Canadian wheat flelds, the Hudson Bay R»il 
way, the lumber interests, Nova Scotian coal 
fielcs, and then spoke of the relative advant- 
ages as follows: 

“It may be urged that the advantages to the 
United States will not be 80 great, frum a com- 
plete freedom of commercial intercourse, as 
they will be to Canada. Well, we cannot now 
0 into a question of book-keeping. It is sufli- 
cient to know that Cana: ians themselves do not 
think that the advantage would be on their 
side. They have some considerable develop- 
ment in manufactures, which not a few of 
them consider would be severely competed 
with by the skill, capital, and enterprise of 
competitors from the United States, if the local 
market were opentothem. But these manufac- 
turers, no doubt,would be willing to take their 
chances, With the frugality of their working- 
men, their industry, the advantage of natural 
resources, great water-powers and other fa 
cilities, they would try to hold theirown, But 
it would be an even race, a friendly competi- 
tion, which the manufacturers of the United 
States are certainly not afraid to encounter, if 
their Canadian brethern across the border are 
willing totake the risk. There are many pro- 
ducts there which might find a market here.

STRONGLY OPPOSED TO COMMERCIAL UNION, 

fT. STEPHENS, N. B. June 20, 1887. 
Editor OIL, PALNT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

Youur favor of the 16th at band aod contents 
noted, In reply will say that since the talk of 
commercial union commenced we have talked 
with a large number of manufacturers and 
there seemsto be only one opinion that it 
wouid be suicidalto the manufacturers of Can- 
ada. 

The view I tuke of the matter is that it started 
first among the farmers of Ontario, in fact in 
all the Provinces in order to send their surplus 
products free to the United States margets,and 
my experience is that as a rule they look upon 
only one side of these questions. They do 
not look upon the facts as they exist. 

Wheu the policy of the present government 
was adopted all our manutacturers were 
closed or nearly so. 

At the present time, from a gradual growth 
we bave piaced ourselves in a sound position. 
8o much so that according to our population 
no country has made steadier progress than 
ours in the same length of time. And I am 
satisfied that no country of our population can 
possibly eucceed under free trade relations 
against the larger with the vast amou:it of un- 
invested capital such as the United States has, 

The only chance [ can see tor us (Canada) is 


New York Board of Trade and other liberal 
commercial bodies entertain favorably the 
idea; if it is made the subject of discussion and 
investigation, itis belleved that good results 
will follow. No better mission can a man 
have than to enlarge the boundaries 
of commerce. Next to increasing facil 

ities for its accommodation, the creation

Mr. Belmont’s bill for 
retaliation and pon-intercourse partakes of 
the dark ages, wher by furce and pressure 
treaties were wrung from dependent nations, 
and natural advantages possessed by neighbor- 
ing nations were seized regardless of conse- 
quences. As between these two measures the 
public will judge, and I venture to predict that 
if the facts were properly put before the great 
American public, a popular vote to-day among 
the fair minded, liberal, enlightened merchants 
of the country would be ten to oneinf vor of 
commercial freedom between the countries on 
this continent.”’

A Novel Protective Varnish. 

A process for making what is called a “novel 
protective varnish,” bas been patented by a 
resident of Leytonstone, England. 

Twelve pounds of Egyptian asphaltum are 
kept at the boiling point for four hours, to 
this, three pounds of red lead and four pounds 
of litbarge are added during the first two houre. 
Three “allons of boiled oil, three pounds of 
very finely ground plumbago, and six pounds 
of finely pulverized Italian asbestos, are next 
introduced into the mixture. Finally a solu- 
tion of india rubber (one pound of finely cut 
virgin india rubber in two pounds of benzene) 
is poured in, and the solution is now kept boil- 
ing, with constant stirring, for one hour, at the 
«xpiration of which it is allowed tvocool. If 
necessary the varnish may be thinned with tur- 
pentine. 
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“Drumine,” the New Anesthetic, 
BY A. E. TANNER OF WESTMINSTER HOSPITAL. 


The announcement in the British Medical 
Journal for March 26 of the isolation from Eu- 
phorbia Drummondii of an alkaloid possessing 
at esthetic properties likely to rival those of 
cocaine, without the disadvantages which this 
latter alkaloid is known to possess, naturally 
soon attracted the notice of some leading 
members of the medical profession, and re- 
cently a sample of the substance was placed in 
my hands for examination, with the view of 
determining a convenient mode of exhibiting 
it for therapeutic trial. It presented the ap- 
pearance of an almost white, dry, odorless and 
tasteless powder, which under the microscope 
waseeen to consist of octabedral crystals; it 
produced no reaction when applied to mois- 
tened litmus paper; treated with various sol- 
ventsit was found to be insoluble in water, 
dilute acetic acid, alcohol, ether and chloro- 
form, but soluble in dilute hydrochloric acid, 
from which it was reprecipitated on the addi- 
tion of ammonia in excess. 

The hydrochloric solution gave no precipi- 
tate, with the usual alkaloidal reagents, pot- 
assio-mercuric iodide, phosphomolybdic acid, 
etc.; gently ignited on platinum foil, but little 
charring took place, and a considerable gray- 
ish residue soluble with effervescence in HCl, 
and answering in characters and tests to cal- 
cium carbonate, was obtained. It afforded no 
indication of the presence of nitrogen. On 
drying at 100 deg. C. it lost 4.9 per cent, 

0°397 gram of the dry substance carefully ig- 
nited ina platinum crucible gave a grayish 
residue weighing 0°232 gram=60 per cent, Suf- 
ficient evidence has, I think, been given that 
the substance in question consisted almost en- 
tirely of calcium oxalate, It is only fair to 
state, in this connection, that the accredited 
agents in this country of Dr. Reid’s new alka- 
loid (?), having found it ‘‘unsatisfactory,” have 
declined any further supply of the article at 
present.—Phar. Jour. & Trans, 
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Condition of Glass Stocks, 

Most of the flint tactories will run the present 
week, the American Flint Workers’ Union hav- 
ing extended the time for enforcing the sum- 
mer stoppage to the end of the week— July 2d.

The finer lines of fancy glassware have been 
in fair demand, but production bas been lim- 
ited, and there has been considerable complaint 
about prices. Stocks are quite small and an 
improvement is looked for in the fall, 

This is the off season for chimneys, but stil) 
there hus been some inquiries on large orders 
for July and August delivery. Stocks are not 
large, owing partly on account of the early 
closing of several of the outside factories, and 
because other factories turned their attention 
tothe making of other goods for six weeks 
past. No large orders are being taken for 
future delivery at present prices, and it may 
be set down as one of thecertainties that the 
price of chimneys will be advanced before fall. 

Flint prescriptions and drug ware has been 
fairly aetive forsome time, and the closencss 
of prices is much complained of, It is believe. 
there will be a shortage and consequent ad- 
vance in prices. This belief took sufficient 
possession of anumber of daalers in this city 
recently to lead them to seriously ta!k of form- 
ing a pool and get up a corner in prescription 
ware, but the matter was dropped on account 
of the shortness of the summer stop in the 
tlint houses,

Testing Indigo Extract. 
BY WM. J. MATHESON & CO., NEW YORK. 


Provide as many “Lelance & Grosjean” 
granite ware pint sauce pang as there are sam- 
ples to be tested. Arrange them on tripods 
over Bunson burners and put into each 450 
cubic centimeters pure water, *4 grams glauber 
salte, 2 grams oil vitriol, Weigh out on an 
analytical balance provided with glass pans, 2 
grams of the indigo extract to be tested._ Wash 
this off into a glass flask or beaker with exactly 
200 cubic centimeters hot water, Stir the solu- 
tion thus made thoroughly, and with a 
graduated pipete take out 50 cubic centimeters 
solution and put into one of the miniature 
dyebaths (enamejed sauce pans) above referred 
to and proceed in like manner with each of the 
other samples to be tested, using as many more 
cubic centimeters (in excess of 50) of the cheap- 
er extracts, as the difference in their prices 
warrants. A gum label with the different 
marks of indigo extracts, priceand consequent 
number of cubic centimeters used, is attached 
by one corner to the handle of the enameled 
pan. Now weigh out carefully a well scoured 
skein of all wool yarn or swatch of cloth for 
each sample to be tested. Enter the skein of 
yarn or swatch of cloth into each bath, stir or 
work the swatches constantly until the baths 
come to the boil and boil for 20 minutes. The 
temperature in each of the dye baths should be 
exactly equal, and to accumplish this a ther- 
mometer should be put into each of them from 
time to time and the flame from the burner in- 
creased or decreased as required. At the end 
of 20 minutes the dye bath will be practically 
exbausted. The flames are extinguished and 
yarns or swatches taken out, wrung, and the 
label attached to each pan handle js attached 
to each swatch before the other is taken out or 
wrung. 

The same operation as above is now repeated, 
using, however, 5 cubic centimeters instead of 
50. The first test shows the covering power or 
depth of the different extracts, (and can be re- 
peated, using in combination with the indigo 
«xtract solution the relative proportions of 
other dyestuffs the dyer may employ in prac- 
tice, for producing his browns, olives, greens, 
etc.). 


The second or five cubic centimeter test 


shows the purity of color or shade and the ex- 
tent to which the extract of indigo bas been 
refined. 

It may be that the operator is called upon to 
make tests without the knowledge of any 
prices. In this case he should proceed as with 
the first test referred to, dying allthe swatches 
with 60 cubic centimeters and then adding 
more or less toall butoneofthem until they 
as nearly as possible match each other. 

Fxtract of indigo of equal tinctorial power 
often varies greatly in the.color and purity of 
shade. Every intelligent maker of indigo ex- 
tract manufactures qualities of unrefined ex- 
tract from good Bengal indigo suitable for fill- 
ing and heavy work, as well as various refined 
qualities suitable for brighter and lighter 
shades. Whentestsare made as above sug- 
gested, the dyers experience will readily ena- 
ble him to judge by the dyed swatches which 
extract is best suited for the purpose for which 
he requiresit. A highly refined extract which 
may show very handsomely on light tests and 
be capable of producing results which nothing 
of inferior purity of shade could, might never- 
theless be very costly if used for some dark, 
compound color. 

The opportunities for adulterating indigo ex- 
tract with other coloring matters are so limit- 
ed that we think it is seldomif ever practiced. 
Nothing which is cheaper than indigo extract 
has its characteristic color or behavior in the dye 
bath. It has been stated thata preparation of 
logwood extract and sometimes aniline or coal 
tar dycsa have been mixed with indigo extract. 
To detect such an adulteration an analysis so 
nice aud tedious is necessary, that a suspected 
sample should be referred toa competent and 
experienced professional chemist. 

It is obvious that the slightest carelessness or 
mistake when dealing with quantities 60 min- 
ute as the foregoing tests call for will make 
differences that might do great injustice to the 
meritsof the samples tested, and whenever 
practicable the tests should be run twice from 
the very beginning, to guard against any 
errors. 

Instead of employing the enameled pans re- 
ferred to at the beginning of this circular the 
same operation may be carried on in porcelain 
vesselg, or glass beakers immersed in a water 
bath. In which case the swatches should be 
allowed to remain in for an hour; but a8 dye- 
ing is seldom in practice carried on at a tem- 
perature so low asthe temperature in vesssls 
inserted in the water baths is, such a test is not 
as satisfactory as the one we prescribe. 

Norr:;—50 cubic centimeters of solution to 2

Window Glass Factories. 

The following items are from the American 
Glass Worker: 

Italy has almost doubled her production of 
window glass since 1880,and is now operating 
18 furnaces, 

The new Dithridge factory at New Brighton, 
Pa., will be ready for operation by August Ist. 

Window glass manufacturers, as a rule, secin 
to take little stock in the prophecy that plate 
glass will soon displace double strength sheet 
glass in the larger sizes, 

In England the flint glass industry has s>me- 
what fallen off during the past twenty yeare, 
while the sheet glass industry has increased. 

8o ‘far as can be learned there wiil be no 
demand for increased wages or any radical 
changes in the methods of work attempted by 
any of tne giass workers. 

The Brilliant, O., flint works, formerly 
owned by the Central Glass Company of 
Wheeling, W.Va., will be started up August Ist. 

The Butler Glass Company have about fin- 
ished the foundation for their new ten-pot 
furnace, and will begin to build the furnace as 
soon as possible. 

The Meadvil:e bottle works are rapidly near- 
ing completion. The stack and furnace were 
finished last week, 

The works of the Atlanta Glass Company 
will be put in order for a general resumption 
of work August Ist, 

A new flint glass works is to be built at Find- 
lay,O. Several South Side business men are 
among the stockholders. 

Foreign beer bottles are being largely im- 
ported by Milwaukee brewing companies. A 
recent shipment of 20,000 gross is reported to 
have arrived some weeks ago. 

The Bridgeport bottie works, Bridgeport, O., 
shut down some time ago on account of the 
foundation of theif furnace giving way. 

John Connelly, formerly manager of the bot- 
tle works at Honesdale, Pa., is erecting a six 
pot furnace at Middleton, N. Y., and will be 
ready to start September 1. 

The increase of glass factories in France and 
Belgium during ten years past is not very 
marked, yet that production has been wonder- 
fully enlarged, there can be no doubt. 

So farasthe window glass busivess is con- 
cerned, it 1s noticeable that it is rapidly mov- 
ing toward the gas belt, and the plants already 
there are being increased. 

The aseertion that there has been no money 
in the window glass business will bave to be 
ziven up for this year, as there has been too 
much branching out on the part of old firms. 

The firm of Gill & Murray, Philadelphia, have 
dissolved, The Gill Brothers will build a new 
12-pot furnace in that city during the summer, 
while the old works will be operated by Murray 
Bros. 

The plate glass industry, with the works now 
under way, will have more than doubled iteelf 
in ten years, and it could still further double 
itself without the least fear of crowding the 
market. 

The bottle trade, both in green and filnt glass, 
has made considerable progress during ten 
years past. 

It would be hard to point to any class of 
manufacturers who have stocd up more firmly 
in the face of certain loss, and doggedly held 
on to their trade through years of serious de- 
pression with less wincing and complaing, than 
the flint glass manufacturers of Engiand or the 
window glass manufacturers of the United 
States. 

The glass industry in the United States will 
more than double itself in the twenty years 
from 1874 to 1894; indeed, it has not fartogo 
even now insome branches. We bave reliable 
data in the window glasa business from 1878 to 
the present time. In 1578 there were 56 furn- 
aces, with 434 pots; at present there are 120 
furnaces, with over 1,100 pots, and fully halfa 
dozen more building or projected,

English Chemical Patents, 

Improvements in the manufacture of sul- 
phates of sodaand potassa, and in apparatus 
therefor. J. Hargreaves, T. Robinson and J. 
Hargreaves, Widnes. Eng. Pat. 5652. Tho in- 
vention relates to improvements in apparatus 
used in the Hargreaves’ process. As a means 
of economizing fuel, and to avoid leakage of 
air and products of combustion into the cylin- 
ders, and for increasing the rate of decomposi- 
tion of sodium or potassium chloride by sul- 
phurous acid, the latter is maintained in the 
cylinders under pressure. If there bo no ob 
jection to the presence of a small quantity of 
iron in the resulting sulphate,as is the case 
when the sulphate isto be used forthe manu- 
facture of sodium hydrate or curbonate, the 
salt before entering the drying oven is moist- 
ened with the waste liquor running away from 
copper extracting works. The rapidity of the 
decomposition is augmented by the small 
quantity of iron present. To avoid the escape 
of noxious gases into the atmosphere whena 
eylinder recently finishedis to be opened, 


such a cylinder is connected with an- 
Other one filled with fresh ealt, and 
after the doors at the bottom of the 


newly-charged cylinders are closed, the lid 
fromthe bottom discharging dour of the fin- 
iched cylinder ig withdrawn, whereby the nox- 
ious gases from the finished cylinder pass to 
the bottom of that newly charged, where they 
are absorbed, at the same time Leating the galt. 
As a means for internally heating the cylinders 
by means of fire,an arrangement of flucs and 
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heating chambers with an iron pipe or brick 
flue in front of two rows of cylinders is used. 
Every succeeding erection of cylinder appar- 
atus demonstrates the econcmy in still further 
increasing the diameter of the cylinders. This, 
however, increases the difficulty of adequately 
supporting the cover of the cylinder, which is 
very heavy. It is now recommended tosup- 
port the cover from the interior, by at least 
four columur, placed in such a@ position that 
the pillars stand beneath the joints, and 
the pillars themselves rest upon a part of the 


cylinder bottom, which rests immediately 
upon solid masonry. The pillars are 
made hollow and long enough to pass 


through the cover to the working floor on the 
top of the cylinder, so as to render visible the 
temperature of each part of the cylinder. The 
increased height and diameter of the cylinders 
also necessitate an arrangement to avoid an 
excessive pressure on the lower portion of the 
saltin the cylinders. They are, therefore, di- 
vided into several compartments by two or 
more grids, & working door being fitted oppo- 
site to each grid, 
improvements in the Manufacture of Ssul- 
phurous Acid and Other Sulphur Compounds. 
J. M.Walton,Glossop, Eng.Pat.16491. The object 
of this invention isthe manufacture of sul- 
phites, etc,, by a continuous process, The ap- 
paratus employed consists of a series of closed 
vats arranged in gradations, so that the water 
or alkaline solution to be impregnated with sul- 
pburous acid descends continuously from one 
vat to the other, while the gas, being admitted 
to the bottom of the lowest vat, ascends con- 
tinuously in the opposite direction. For this 
purpose the vats are connected by pipes for 
the flow of the liquor, and by another set of 
pipes for the passage of the gas. Each vat ig 
also fitted with a mechanical agitator. 
Improvement in apparatus used in the man- 
ufacture of ammonia soda. T. Capper, North- 
wich, From Dr.8, Pick, Szczakowa, Galicia. 
Eng. Pat. 4388, The invention relates to an ap- 
paratus for the continuous saturation of am- 
moniacal brine with carbonic acid, andtoa 
column for distilling ammoniacal liquor, hay- 
ing a mechanical agitator, and diyided into 
two parte, in one of which ammonium carbo- 
nate is driven off, and in the other fixed am- 
monium galts are decomposed by milk of lime. 
The vessels of the saturation aparatus are filled 
with ammoniacal brine, and the carbonic acid 
is forced ia through a pipe. The vessels are so 
arranged thatthe gas passes from one to an- 
other in such a manner that the fresh carbonic 
acid Comes in contact with the most saturated 
liquor, and the most exhausted gas passes into 
the fresh ammoniscal brine, Three vessels are 
always working in one series, the fourth is fill- 
ing with brine, and the fithisemptied. Fora 
better distribution of the gas, several perforated 
shelves are fixed in the saturators, the holes be- 
ing of a conical shape, in order to allow the bi- 
carbonate to fall. After the saturation, the liq- 
uor is introduced into the pipe of the distilling 
column for the recovery of theammonia. It 
drops from one section ts the other, falling 
upon rounded plates, and being dispersed 
by them, comes in intimate contact with am- 
monia and steam, proceeding upwards, In this 
manner the volatile ammonia compounds are 
driven off, The liquor then descends into the 
top section where itis treated with milk of 
lime, which is forced in and mixed with the 
lquor by the agitator, fastened on the vertical 
shaft. On this shaft there is, in each section, a 
fixed cap whieh covers the pipe carrying the 
steam from the lower section. The steam ig 
thus compel'ed to press through the liquor. 
Overflow pipes convey the liquor to the lower 
sections. The steam enters, whereas the waste 
liquor runs away through the pipe.

“Amorphous Cocaine.” 


The increasing use of cocaine, not only as a 
local anzsthetic, but also for other purposes, 
and the very marked dissimilarity of many of 
the preparations of this alkaloid, as met with 
in commerce, appear to require a somewhat 
more precise definition of its characters than 
has yet been given with any degree of author- 
ity, Itisstill an open question whether the 
amorphous substance frequently associated 
with erystallizable cocaine and its salts really 
possesses the anesthetic property of the pure 
alkaloid, or if it does 80, whether it does not at 
the same time produce other objectionable 
effects. Certainly, the difference between these 
substances js in many respects very considera- 
tle, and sufficient to call for careful inquiry 
into their physiological actions. In the paper 
recently contributed to this journal by Dr, 
Stockman, the peculiarity of what is termed 
amorphous cocaine was attributed to the solu- 
bility of the crystalliz able alkaloid in hvygrine, 
another basic substance said to be naturally 
associated with cocaine in coca leaves. This 
opinion has been arrived at by Dr. Stockman 
from astudy of the physiological action and 


chemical relations of what is termed 
amorphous cocaine, but he gives no 
account of the experimental grounds 
upon which the opinion is based.

Glass Trade,

association in regard to the production. As is 


divided into two turns of six hours, and the 
operatives’ union stipulate the number of arti- 
cles of a particular class which shall be pro- 
duced by each workman in a turn. Thusa 
workman of superior skill and quickness is 
prevented from producing more than the given 
quantity which an ordinary workman can pro- 
duce, and the men, consequently, do not fill up 
the whole of their time, whilst the standing 
expenses of the establishment remain the same 
whether the output is large or small. The 
employers state that !f this restriction were 
abolished the production might be in- 
creased from 15 to 20 per cent, which would 
materially assist them in the competition. For 
this extra production the employers express 
their willingness to pay the workman pro rata. 
Their alternative to the proposals for remov- 
ing the restriction is that the workpeople 
should consent to a reduction of about 10 per 
cent. 1n wages. During the past ten years the 
English glass grade has undoubtedly been 
steadily declining, and not only the colonial 
and neutral markets, but even the home mar- 
kets are being flooded by Belgian, Bohemian. 
German, or Swedish glass, with the most disas- 
trous results to the manufacturers of this 
country. The foreigners have obtained al- 
most an absolute monopoly in regard to mold- 
ed glass wares, which are rapidly supplanting 
the English hand-made articles both at home 
and abroad. Anidea of the serious character 
of the competition which Birmingham and 
Stourbridge glass manufacturers have to con- 
tend with in meeting the foreign competition 
may be gathered from the fact that a foreign 
molded gas globe or lamp, decorated by the 
sand blast process, is being sold in the Midiand 
district at from 60 to 70 per cent. less than the 
local hand-made article,and the former has 
the advantage of being perfectly uniform in 
size, while the latter varies according to 
the skill of the workman. On the other 
hand, the English glass, consisting of leaded 
metal, is heavier in body and will endure great- 
er expansion or contraction than the foreign 
article, It is generally admitted that the Eng- 
lish glass is better tempered than the foreign, 
and hence commands a better price in the mar- 
ket, though the difference in price is such as 
to throw the bulk of the trade into the hands 
of our Continental competitors. At the pres- 
ent time all the great railway companies,hotels 
and lamp manufacturing companies are being 
supplied with foreign glass, and it is estimated 
that scarcely one-tenth of the glass consumed 
in this country is manufactured at home. It 
is not denied that the foreigners have acquired 
the art of molding glass to an extent that Eng- 
lish makers are unable to equal, though at- 
temptsare being made in Birmingham and 
other places to introduce this process of man- 
ufacture, and with a tolerable amount of suc- 
cess. Manufacturers acknowledge that even if 
the cost of labor were to be excluded altogether, 
English hand made glass could not be sold on 
equal terms with the foreign article, 
but they point to the fact that their diffi- 
culty of competing is increased in conse- 
quence not only of their having to pay 
about 49 per cent. more in wages than foreign- 
ers, but that the employers here are subject to 
to the restriction mentioned above in regard to 
the production, which do not prevail on the 
Continent. It is pleasing to find the men, real- 
izing the fact that foreign competition bas now 
become dangerous to the English trade, have 
met the masters’ propusiticn in an amicable 
spirit, and are prepared to discuss the matter 
at a Board of Ccnciliation, or to submit the dif- 
ferences to arbitration. Although apparently 
determined to resist a reduction of wages, they 
are not indisposed to compromise on the ques- 
tion uf the output, and therefore it is probable 
that a basis of agreement may be arrived at 
without resorting to a strike, which would be 
most disastrous both for master and men. A 
conference of representatives, employers and 
delegates of the operatives’ association was 
held on Monday, at which the employers laid 
their case before the men, and it was fairly 
discussed, the operatives, on their part, men- 
tioning certain grievances which they consid- 
ered might be remedied in a mutual spirit, Tho

Mr. W. H. Packwood, in making @ presenta 
tion to Mr. Husselbee, at a gathering of flint 
glass workmen which took place on May 21, re- 
ferred to the subject creating considerable in- 
terest at the present time, in the following 
terms: 

‘The queation of wages has lately been re- 
ferred to in the press, but he did not know that 
there had been any proposition ac‘ually made 
for a reduction of wages,and there must be 
some misapprehension about it. They, as 
glassmakers, fearlessly said they were not pre- 
pared to consider a reductionof wages. He 
went so far as to say that the time was alto- 
gether inopportune for a reduction, and if 
such a proposition was submitted at the 
present time they would resent it. He had 
been favored with the magazine from the head- 
quarters of the society, and he could not find 
there any proposition from any district, or 
from any employers, for a reduction; andif 
there was any he should expect to finditia 
their official organ. But he did find there was 
a dearth of trade and a falling off of work re- 
ferred to, and he knew there bad been a stop- 
pag? of work in some part of the Stourbridge 
district. The furnaces which had been stopped 
had not, however, been stopped through scar- 
city of work, and it was not honest on the part 
of the masters to make ita pretext for saying 
‘bere was shortness of work, so that they 

Jightslide in a pretext for shortness of wages. 
fhe masters said there was foreign competi- 
tion. He thought that ghost had been buried 
long ago. It was seid there was forcign com- 
petition when he was in office; but after they 
then altered their system they :ost sight of tho 
foreigner for a long time, The foreigners could 
not compete with them in their manufactures; 
but there were some things he admitted they 
could do, and they brought out certain pat- 
terns which they made arunuof. He bad seen 
a Swedish traveler that week, who told him 
that his last order was for 25,000 wine glasses 
and other table glass. He had some conversa- 
tion with him, and the Swede eaid if the Eng- 
lish glass makers worked for nothing, the 
English manufacturers would not be ableto 
compete with the Swedes in these articles. He 
had one beautiful glass which he had been 
selling at 2s, 4d. a dozen, which an English em- 
ployer could not sell for lessthan 63. From 
this Swede he learned that the employers in 
Sweden lived onthe premises where the work 
was carried on, and that the workmen fared 
very differently to what an Englishman did, 
Fuel cost the Swedish employer little or noth- 
ing, owing to the large forests available for 
use, and this alone made a great difference as 
compared with the conditions here. He be- 
lieved that at the smallest glass house in the 
Stourbridge district it would cost £500 or £600 
a year for coa-. It was not the fault of the 
English workman that the English manufactu- 
rer could not compete for certain kindsof goods, 
but it was due to the conditions abroad 
compared with what they were here. Would 
they, as Englishmen, submit themselves to the 
same kind of slavish living as the Swedes or 
the Chinese, or any one else? He did not think 
so. Mr. Packman concluded by making the 
presentation. Mr. Husselbee, in acknowledg- 
ing it,said that the secretary of a powerful 
trades union had a dual responsibility— a re- 
sponsibility to labor, whose servant he was; 
and a responsibility to capital, whose interests 
be had also-to consider. He took it that their 
presentation to him proved he had, to a certain 
extent, given them satisfaction; and the cuur- 
tesy with which he had always been treated by 
employers showed he had tried to act fairly 
between the interests of capital and Jabor. 
During the last seven years a new trade had 
sprung up in the neighborhood—the fancy 
business—and he claimed for the men that they 
had, to the best of their ability, helped the 
manufacturers to make it a succese. For a 
time they had succeeded, but now, he was 
sorry to confess, their trade had got into 
difficulties, It could not besaid that it was 
their fault that some furnaces had been put 
out. In trades where there were no 
unions trade had also been bad; and the 
sliding scale in the iron trade had not 
saved that trade from suffering. Instead of 
the Glassmakers’ Society being an injury to 
the trade, employers bad often admitted it had 
been a benefit to them. He could not closa bis 
eyes, however, to th» fact that foreign compe- 
tition had affected their trade, as it bad affect- 
edalltrades, Inthe glass trade they did not, 
asa bcdy of skilled men, produce for the na- 
tion. The bread-and-cheese part of their trade 
had departed frcm them, They could go into 
any hotel or public house, or anywhere they 
liked, and nothing that the Stourbridge gluts- 
makers produced could they see. They only 
produced now for the houses of the wealiby 
and well-to-do classes, They ought to produce 
for the people generally, A great quantity of 
foreign made goods came to this country, 
while there were probibitory tariffs on our 
own manufactures. This question was com- 
ing to the front, and workingmen would have 
to deal with it sooner orlater. It wasa disas- 
trous fact that the giass consumed by this na- 
tion was not manufactured by Englishmen,—

The downward tendency of the pig lead mar- 
ket alluded to in our last has continued dur- 
ing the past week, and as buyers still manifest 
indifference the pressure to sell has forced 
prices down to 450c, though 455@460c are 
nominally quoted. No business has resulted 
from this concession, and the market closes 
dull and rather weak. Foreign lead is now 


cffered here at 465c, but does not 
tempt buyers. From the West come re- 
Messrs. Ever- 


ports of depressed prices. 
ett & Post write from Chicago on the 2d inst.: 
“The amount of business transacted in this 
market has been very small, principally spot 
car lots and lead for near future delivery. 
Some 200 tons sold early in the week at 4 55c 
and later 4 45c and 440c may be called asking 
prices. Consumers are only buying as their 
wants require. There is no anxiety on the part 
of our several refiners to sell lead ahead,but the 
amount offering, though smali, is sufficient to 
meet all present consumptive requirements.” 
Messrs. John Wabl & Co.say of the St. Louis 
market on the 2/1 inst: “Sales under our no- 
tice during the week were of small lots to meet 
passing wants. Prices in spite of the reigning 
apathy show practically no change here with 
the exception of the far off futures, which can 
be bought at 5c less than closing quotations of 
last week. Spot sold at from 43¢@4 40c, 
to perbaps the tune of 350 tons. In futures 
there is scarcely any trading, and we only hear 
of a sale of 150 tons August common at 4 35c. 
Both buyers and sellers are apparently on the 
fence pondering what effect this status of tor- 
pidity will have if continued. As far as we can 
learn, all sellers have to deliver their main 
Julv productions on old contracts, and hence 
offerings will be light. For this reazon, no 
material decline is visible to us.”’

Arefelcff’s well, drilled 
near the above well of Tsatooroff, has given a 
flow, but at the same time throws up a great 
deal of sand. 

On the 17th of May oneof Rothschild’s wells 
quite unexpectedly gave a flow. This well is 
an old one, and Jast year gave an insignificant 
flow. Yesterday for about 3 minutes, this well 
emitted sand and stones to a hight of 105 fect. 
It ig situated near the “Droojba Co.'s” well. 

The Baku News of May 19 says: Yesterday, 
May 18th, oil began to flow from well No. 5, 
belonging to the Mining Company. Previous 
to this, while the well was being cleaned, sand 
was thrown out, took with it the cap, and 
filled up the pipes and then gas and oil began 
to force their way into the shaft. 

Even Washington’s gushers pale before this 
kind of a well, reported on May 26 by the Baku 
Caspian: 

Messrs. Nobel, on th3 20th and 2ist of May, 
opened one of their tlowing wells—well No. 26. 
Although this well is not violent, it is even and 
can produce 12,£00 barrels per day. 

The efforts being made by the Russians to 
develop their transportation facilities and 
cheapen the cost of carriage are shown by this 
extract from the Baku Caspian of May 29: 

A few days ago there arrivedat Tearitzin, ao- 
cording to one of the local papers there, the 
first two consignments of tank cars, sent from 
Struves’ engine works at Kolomno, to the 
Trans-Caucasion Railway, to the order of 
Shibaeff and the Caspian Company. The tare 
of each car is 418 poods (seven tone), carrying 
capacity 600 poode (about 10 tons), and the cost 
about 1,700 to 1,900 roubles ($750 to $810) a car. 
Each is furnisbed with a special brake on ac- 
count of the considerable grades on the Trans- 
Caucasian Railway. The cars arrived are now 
being loaded in barges belonging to the Lebed 
Company for shipment to Baku. The “Lebed” 
raceives for the transportation 100r. (about 
$15) acar, which includes the trans-shipment 
at Astrakban and the discharge at the pier of 
the Trans-Caucasian Railway at Baku. 

Atthe present moment the business in re- 
fined is concentratcd in the bands of the *“Rus- 
sian Company of Steam Navigation and Com- 
merce,” and the transport of refined from Da- 
toum to Odessa and the storing of it in the 
tanks amounts to 12 kop.a pood (1 2-25 cents 
per gallon). Sucha high freight tends to di- 
recting. cargoes by Trieste for Austria and 
Roumania, exceedingly little goes transit by 
Odessa. With a view of developing transport 
of goods by transit through Odessa, and witha 
view of calling forth competition inthe work 
of building tank steamers, the Company of 
Southwestern Railweys is projecting,zccording 
to the New Telegraph, the erection of its own 
tanks (reservuirs) for the storage of crude, and 
ig petitioning the Minister of Finance to allow 
them a place in the mole for the discharge of 
refined. This petition will, without doub*, be 
respected, and the freight for transport of 
crude will then be reduced to 4 kop. per pood 
(36 cents per gallon) and for storing in the 
tanks 2 kop. (°18 cents per gallon) altogether 
amounting to 6 kop. a pood (‘54 cents per gal- 
lop). In this manner the cost of transport will 
only be half as much as it is at the present 
moment. 

It will be encouraging to learn that now and 
then the Kussian refiners are able to be bulls. 
The Baku Caspian of June 2, tells of a rise in 
refined and its causes as follows: 

The prices of refined in Tsuritzin, according 
to the Paper there has risen from 25 to 30 ko- 
pecks per pood—2‘35 to 2 80 cents per gallon; 
all large firms have received orders, however, 
not tosell, There have been offers at 32 ko- 
peoks—3 cents per gallon- and it is said that in 
the near future the price will reach 50 or 60 
kopecks a pood—4°70 to 5°24 cents per gallon. 
The cause of this sudden rise in prices is, as ex- 
plained by skeptics, on account of the insufti- 
ciency of tank cars on the Gridze-Tesarlizin 
railway, and of the temporary stoppage in 
transporting goods; it is, however, most prob- 
ably on account of Grumberg’s large purchase 
of 387,500,000 gallons refined for exportation 
abroad, and which ought to go through 
Tearitz'n. 

We are informed that Mr. Martironoff has 
been permitted to put 50 tank cars on the 
Trans-Caucasian railway. 

The same paper on J ine 4 said: About the 
second week in March the Caspian Company 
ordered 25 tank cars from Shagidanoff to be 
delivered on May 27. At the present moment, 
however, it is said that only one is ready.

Mr. Waldorf made a motion that a committee 


and suggested that Mr. Scheide submit a plan 
by which the producers could be benefitted. 
The goods, he continued, are getting cheaper 
all of the time, and there ought to be a cessa- 
tion of work until the value of the oil is 
known. If more than what we are now re- 
ceiving, we are fools for selling it; if not, we'll 
have to hunt something else. 

Mr. 8. M. Jenes: It seems to me that we are 
allin a boat; the interest manifested in this 
meeting isa proof of that, and signifies that 
the boat isa big one. A little overa year ago 
we commenced drilling when the price of oil 
was much less than we ever drilled at before, 
simply to hold our territory, and we confi- 
dently expected a better price, but it has not 
come. The Standard Company encouraged us 
by coming into the field, and I would like to 
hear an authoritative statement from the 
Standard people as to the value of Lima oil as 
an illuminant. 

Mr. Scheide: The experience of the Standard 
Oil Company is that it is not an illuminating 
oil equal to Pennsylvania. Out of 208.000 bar- 
rela refined at our Solar Refinery no oil that 
could be successfully used as an illuminant 
was the result. We are satisfied that itis no 
good and cannot compete with Pennsylvania 
oil. Probably Mr. O'Day can give us some in- 
formation. 

Mr. O’Day—The Standard company is in as 
great a diiemma as are the producers. We 
have expended large sums of money in caring 
for the Lima production, hoping the oil could 
be refined and used es an illuminant. It was 
in view of this that the Standard company ex- 
pended the large amount of money they did. 
But we have made a great mistake in expend- 
ing the money we did for tanks, pipe lines, etc., 
to care for this oil. Our interests are identical 
with those of the producers and we want to 
get out of it the best way possible. The ques- 
tion with us is: How long can we pay out for 
this oil? We have tried hard to get rid of it 
somewhere, and have only partially suc- 
ceeded. Our tanks are being filled with 
oll—at the rate of a tank in two 
days—that we don’t know what to do 
with. We're here to co-operate. It’s not a 
question of price with us, but what will we do 
with the oil. We have been doing everything 
inour power. The building of our refinery 
here seems to have been a blunder. Here we 
are building iron tanks and storing the oil at 
the rate of 20,000 barrels per day and none going 




















































discouraging. We have had struggles in every 
field, but never had a field before but what we 
could see some way out. Here we are, build- 
ing tanks. Just the other day we gave a con- 
tract for the building of thirty iron tanks— 
about forty days, supply—and none being emp- 
tied. When any commodity is being produced 
in excess of the demand, it is time to stop until 
the demand Increases. 

Mr. H. M. Ernst asked about the Buckeye 
Pipe Line refusing to connect with new wells. 
Thought the big wells of Findlay and North 
Balimore had much to do with the increase and 
suggested that the pipe line refuse to connect 
with any new wells. 

Mr. O’Day :—Thbat is a question that has been 
thrown to us often. Legally we cannot refuse 
to connect with any wells. It is not placing us 
in a proper position to refuse it. 

Mr. I. E. Dean :—Wouldn’t it be an object for 
your compacy (to combine with the producers, 
Mr. O’Day? li seems to me that the plan of 
your company would not be, in case you had a 
large stock of salt mackerel on hand, to go 
about the country and cry “stinking fish to 
sell.”” We have been unable to find out any- 
thing about our oil. They sent 8,000 bbls. of it to 
Cleveland and we never heard tell of it. Then 
they commenced a construction of a refinery 
and cut the price of oil five cents before testing 
it. I would stop the drill and say to the Stand- 
ard Oil Company that if you bave no faith in 
the field, you will confer a favor and a blessing 
on us producers by getting out of the field and 
allow us to commence. Let the Standard peo- 
ple pull out and we'll find a market for our 
oil. 

Mr. O’Day:—About the 8,000 barrels of oil 
shipped to Clevelazd, alluded to by Mr. Dean: 
the authorities forbade it coming into the city 
and we used it for fuel. We can’t ask the pro- 
ducers to stop. We have no interests in Penn- 
sylvania against Ohio, or Ohio against Penn- 
sylvania. The question of a shut down is for 
the producers to consider rather than us. We 
willgo on and do the best we can; but the 
question is, how long do you producers expect 
us to build iron tanks at the present rate 
when we have no return? 

Mr. Lineman:—To get a more thorough dis- 
cussion I move a committee be appointed to 
confer with the Standard people this evening 
and report to us in the morning. 

Mr. Joy.Findlay:— Move an amendment, that 
the committee consist of three from Lima, two

Mr. O’Day—Thbe Standard Company has in 
the past thirteen months expended $2,000,000 in 
this field and will continue to care for the oil 
as long as they can. We have not earned a 
single day’s expense. The field sturted in at 40 
cents a barrel, the price fixed by the company 
we bought out, and we soon found that it was 
impossible to market it at that price. The 
average cost of every barrel bought in this 
field, up to last Sunday, has been 32°9 cents. 
Certainly it is not to our advantage to cut the 
price of Lima oil, for every cut reduces the 
average and our assets. This oil has got to be 
sold as a fuel oil. Todo that it must displace 
some fuel. You all know how difficult it is to 
replace one commercial product with an- 
other. It must be clearly proven that 
the new one is cheaper and better. 
Most of you gentlemen here have been 
producers in Pennsylvania. Is it wise, 
in a new field, to follow a thing that has been 
80 disastrous to Pennsylvania? We are satis- 
fied that this oil is not an illuminating oil, and 
it is impossible for us to conduct our pipe line 
as in Pennsylvania, for the oil cannot come 
into competition with the Pennsylvania pro- 
duct. The Standard Company is, in a great 
measure, to blame for the increase of produc- 
tion. We have spent money in this field, but 
much more in Cherry Grove and Washington. 
It has been and is the desire of the Standard 
Company to care for the production. We have 
cared for it better than any one else has done. 
Some of us thought it would comete with Penn- 
sylvania oil, while others thought it wouldnt’. 
We have thrown out coal at our works at 
Cleveland and are using your oil as fuel and 
are trying to induce our friends to do the same 
but we have been only partially successful. 
Look at the large oil field you have before you 
—the largest in the world, with probably ove 
exception, Russia—and look at the rapid) i - 
creasing production, with no market. «we

The question was promptly answered “ No,” 

Will you assist the producers in the shut- 
down movement fora period of nine months, 
by not connecting to new wells aiter the 
period designated by the producers in the im- 
mediate future? 

“We will do all in our power tO accomplish 
this result, and upon a written request from 
the producers of this fleld to make no such 
connection, we will endeavor to comply with 
the petition, and think it can be carried out.” 

What assurance have we that if the shut- 
down is accomplished that the present produc- 
tion will be cared for by the line? 

“We will endeavor to run the present pro- 


duction.” 
In case @ producer markets a portion of his 


productiou; will you retain connections with 
his tanks and run the balance of his product? 

“We will.” 

After the reading of the report Mr.Dean sug- 
gested that, as the Standard Company dis- 
played a desire to sell their plant, that a com- 
mittee be appointed to visit them and learn 
what they would take for their plant. Quitea 
lively discussion was entered into but Mr. 
Dean's suggestion was not acted upon. The 
following was submitted and adopted:

Vegetable Olls 
TUESDAY EVENING, 


Linseed oil oceupies a steady position at 
former prices of 49c for city and 47¢ for West- 
ern oll on spot. There are no indications of 
any immediate change In values, and although 
the Chicago seed market bas shown signs of 
weakening, it will have no effect upon oil. 
Crushers are just as strong in their views as 
ever,and there is some talk in the West of 
higher prices. Developments th the near fu- 
ture will have the effect of strengthening the 
market until new seed is offering at least. A 
steady movement of city oil is reported, but 
only a limited jobbing trade is being done, by 
receivers of western oil as their supplies are 
light and no encouragement is offered for 
large business. 

The cotton .ofl market has had no opportu- 
nity to change within the short week under 
review, business being light and prices the 
same but strong. There is the usual complaint 
of the absence of large buyers and so tar as 
crude oil is concerned there is little or no busi- 
ness,on account of the g’owing scarcity of the 
product. Soap stock seems to he wanted toa 
larger extent but some traders are without 
supplies and were unable to fill orders during 
the week; the range of prices for soap stock is 
1@14c eccording to size of order. Receipts of 
oll at this port during the week were 1,067 
barrels and they will be gradually decreas- 
ing until the new season opens. Since Janu- 
ary 1 the total receipts of cotton oil at this 
port were 55,832 bbis, in comparison with 60,336 
bbie for the same six months last year, which 
is considered a very close average. Shipments 
abroad from this port since January 1 aggre- 
gated 770,109 gallons against 696,927 for the 
same time last year. To Austria was shipped 
2,000 bbis recently from New Orieans, which is 
the first lot taken by that country from the 
South; it is yet somewhat behind last year in 
its orders. Reports from the cotton region in- 
dicate that the weather during the past week, 
owing to the abundant and well-distributed 
showers, has been favorable to cotton, al- 
though its growth may have been slightly re- 
tarded by cool weather, 

Prime summer yellow commands the former 
price of 42}4c and instances are reported of 
holders who declined to shade this figure for 
important quantities. It is thought that the 
firm price is retarding business, as important 
sales are few, but the slow trade should be at- 
tributed to the usual summer duiness. White 
summer ofl is held at 44.45c, and transactions 
are reported at the latter figure ; this grade of 
oil isevidently more popular with the trade as 
buyers pay the difference in price more readily. 
White and yellow winter oils are good 
property; there is a limited supply, and the 
fine quality will insure enhanced values. 
Various off color oils are offering at rel- 
atively cheaper rates than prime, but the 
desire to buy is not very prominent. It is 
claimed that the general quality of cotton oil 
this season was much superior to last year’s 
product, and this is demonstrated by the com- 
paratively short supply on band, while during 
last summer there was a grand rush to dispose 
of low grades. The southern markets are

Animal and Fish Oils. 


The lard oil market bas not been influenced 
upward, as expected, for the reason probably 
that the holidays have prevented the usual! 
volume of business, but the feeling is steady 
and holders’ views are stronger. Prime city is 
still quoted at 5s@54c, and Western prime at 52 
@iic. Receipts of oil at this port for the week 
ending June 29 were 125 bbls, and since Janu- 
ary 1to that date 3,050 bbie. against 4,401 bbis 
for the same six months of last year. The ex- 
port business is better, the shipments from 
New York for the pust six months amounting 
to 246,085 gallons, against 232,785 gallons for the 
corresponding period last year. 

Crude sperm oli has been sold to the extent 
of 350 bbls fair quality and 35 bbls prime on 
private terms. The latter was for export. Re- 
ceipts of oil at New Bedford continues large, 
being 1,410 bbis since last writing. The total 
at that port is 19,725 bbls. Business in refined 
grades is very quiet. 

No transactions or fresh receipts are to be 
reported in crude whale oil, the stock of which 
remains at 6,890 bbis at New Bedford. Holders 
are disposed to be firm in their views, 

Whalebone is not wanted at the moment, and 
the market is nominally quoted at $3 45 for 
Arctic bone.

Menhaden fish oil still occupies a@ nominal 
position, without any new business to report. 
Holders have been feeling the pulse of the 
trade but without any intention of influencing 
prices, and find all channels satisfied at present 
with abundant supplies. It is difficult to say 
what price woula buy. It is claimed that 2lc 
would be accepted for either prime northern 
or southern, but views of holders are 21544@22c. 
Some parties are inclined to quote the latter 
figure which was fixed by the committee on 
prices,and they are evidently waiting for a 
different price to be announced, forgetting iu 
their enthusiasm for combination that 
they are to be thelr own udges irre- 
spective of past developments, which found 
an early grave through the determination of 
some holders to “rule their own roost.” In 
the Menhaden trade the past is not easily for- 
gotten, and new departures are not popular, 
therefore haste is made slowly and with a de- 
liberation that is deserving of a better cause. 
Pressed grades are not having that outlet 
which is expected at this season of the year, 
though values are dragging along as usual. 

Elaine ani saponified olls are without any 
new features. Former prices prevail, and the 
demand is light. 

Mineral Oils. 

Manufacturers of paraffine oils who are ad- 
hering to former prices of 8}4c@83%c for 25 
gravity claim that any Oil sold under the inside 
figure is weak in test and dark in color—or in 
other words is not prime oil. These parties 
also claim to be receiving 8}¢c for their product. 
On the other hand, we are just as reliably in- 
formed that 8c will buy prime oli of other 
brands, although $}4c¢ is the asking price for 26 
gravity. There is certainly a hesitancy to grant 
voncessions in price, but the week being so 
short on account of two holidays, very little

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the market is not sufficiently steady to deter- 
mine actual values for large quantities in the 
absence of an important movement. There is 
80 little interest in 28 gravity, that this product 
is allowed to paddle its own canoe without as- 
sistance from any quarter, and the price re- 
mains unchanged at 64c. 

The summer dullness has commenced in 
cylinder stocks, which are in good supply and 
steady in price. In this department competi- 
tion centers more on quality than price. The 
high priced grades seem to have a larger move- 
ment in brisk times than the cheaper stocks, 
but as there are buyers for good, bad or indif- 
ferent grades, they have to be made to satisfy 
orders. 

Black summer oil is having a large move- 
ment inajobbing way. At the beginning of 
the season thera was an impression among 
some buyers that as the season advanced prices 
would appreciate in value, and anticipating 
future wants was the general rule, but the sit- 
uation did not strengthen and if present indi- 
cations are any barometer, no material change 
is likely tooccur. The talk about selling be- 
low cost has had no effect upon the market, 
and buyers are reaping any loss which may be 
entailed on the manufacturers by the low mar- 
ket values. Cold test oils are not receiving 
any attention. 

Neutral filtered oils are occupying a quiet 
Position, with no disturbing element in sight 
to alter the situation. Stocks are limited but 
they are eaid to be ample for all demande, and 
are continually receiving additions during 
weather that is favorable for bleaching. 

Smith’s Ferry oil receives more attention 
probably than the majority of lubricating 
oils, and while sellers claim to realize 8c per 
gallon, it is said that 7@7i<c is nearer the range.

Oil Cake. 

The short week has interfered with business 
in oil cake, the market for which is noniinal at

period last year. Keceipts of cake this year 
were 254,073 packages against 342,479 during 
the previous six months, and the exports were 
91,776,468 and 105,476,869 lbs respectively. Oil 
meal shows an increase in exports frum New 
York of 417,825 lbs for this year. 


Naval Stores. 


Spirits Turpentine—As in all other markets 
the holiday interfered in a great degree with 
trading, butthis was not alone the causa of 
the duiland weak market. I: was plainly 
seen that the supplies were large and dealers 
did not care to buy, exceptior immediate wants, 
They were fur: ber induced to take this course. 
by the advices which were received fron the 
south, to the effect that prices at that source 
were with difficulty maintained. The market 
has assumed an air of quietness, that up to the 
closing had not been overcome, and it closed 
to-day in that state at 3334c. 

Rosio—We might say that absolutely no busi- 
ness has been done, and not be far from the 
mark. Though the off.rings have been free, 
buyers have not been tempted and al) grades 
have been decidedly dull and weak with no 
business doing. Shippers to foreign ports 
claim that the present excessive freight rates 
shut them out of the market. Ali grades have 
again fallen in price and the market closed 
dull to-day, and with pales nominal as follows:

Wax, Candies, Lara, Tallow, Etc. 

The paraffine wax market has not been 
changed in tone by the lapse of time. One 
noticeable feature isthe tact that there is no 
special desire to push stocks at the present low 
prices, and the concession of the smallest frac- 
tion on the part of sellers is considered a great 
accommodation. The downward course hag 
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been very gradual and manufacturers claim 
that crude wax could not be any lower unless 
they gave it away. Present values of 3@34c 
per lb for hard grades of choice crude paraffine 
wax are certainly favorabl- for consumers and 
it is thought strange that the demand has not 
been stimulated sufficiently to take up the 
surplus supply. The substitution of paraffine 
for other mineral and vegetable wax has 
not been noticeable so far, but it is believed to 
be gradually taking the place to some extent 
of other wax materials, Refined paraffine wax 
has not responded tothe weakness in crude be- 
cause it had already taken a slump in price and 
was considered relatively below the price of 
crude. Manufacturers quote 9@9%ec for 136 
melting point in large quantities and jobbers 
10@10Ke. 

The lard market only had four days last 
week for business. The tendency is in favor 
of an improvement on accoiint of the large 
“short” interest reported. Choice Western 
steam was quoted at $95@7c and city steam at 
650c. Refined lard is slow of sale at 6 50@7 15. 

Lard stearine is very dull and unchanged at 
8'4@84c for choice city, 7%4c for Western and 
6l4c for oleo. 

Tallow is barely steady at 3%c and neg- 
lected. 

Spermaceti has a slow demand, but prices are 
rather steady, as manufacturers can well af- 
ford to allow the limited output to accumulate.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, July 5, 1887. 

The advent of a holiday, and especially the 
National holiday, always means a dull and fea- 
tureless week, and the week under review has 
not proved an exception. The week embraces 
but four days and these four were about as 
dull and featureless as they well could be, and 
to this the extreme heat no doubt contributed. 
About the only matter affecting values were 
the doings in stocks, but owing to the extreme 
dullness this influence did not exert its full 

force. The large productions of some of the 
new wells in old territory, which bad been con- 
sidered as fully developed, has attracted con- 
siderable attention and is pointed to as showing 
that the Washington field may again reach the 
large production of its palmiest days, This is 
considered a potent bear influence, and the 
market is peculiarly sensitive to any- 
thing that may be regarded as bearish in 
its tendency or effect. On the other hand the 
excess of deliveries over runs, owing to the 
large stocks above gronnd, is not regarded as of 
special importance. The shut down agreement 
entered into by the producers in the Ohio fields, 
of which a full account will be found on an 
other' page, is regarded a judicious move, but 
has no effect on the market value of Pennsy!- 
dania oil, there being a large surplus above 
ground and the shut down not affecting pres- 
ent producing wells, A notable feature in the 
speculative market is the continued absence of 
orders from outside operators,notwithstanding 
that it is insisted that ol) at present prevailing 
pricesis very cheap. The operations are prin- 
cipally of the scalping order, and doubtless 
outside operators fear that by investing they 
would not only be shorn but scalped also. 
The transactions during the week were very 
light, the sales footing up only 2,141,000 bbls, 
against 5,498,000 bbls during the preceding 
week. The clearances on the local exchange 
amounted to 9,344,000 bbls, against 14,896,000 
bbis during the preceding week. The clear- 
ances on the Oil City exchange was not re- 
ceived to day and the total forthe four other 
exchanges, with that omission, amounted to 
only 9,213,000 bbls. The highest price of the 
week was reached on Wednesday last when 
€2144c was touched. The lowest point of the 
week was 60%c and was touched to-day. The 
opening price last Wednesday was 62}¢c and 
the close this evening was at 60%c, showing a 
decline as the result of the week's trading of 
1c, while the extreme range of fluctuation 
for the week was l}¢c. 

In the Washington fic ld interest continues to 
center in John McKeown’s gusher on the Mar- 
tin farm. The production of this well has 
varied from 100 bbis. to 800 bbls. per hour, and 
at last accounts was producing about 150 bbis. 
per hour. This well proves that the Washing- 
ton field is by no means played out, and may 
even yet eclipse its previous production. On 
Saturday morning this well was flowing at the 
rate of 170 bbls. an hour, on Sunday 150 barrels 
an hour,and Sunday night it suddenly dropped 
to less than 100 bbis.an hour. Then it burst 
forth again, and for the ensuing five or six 
hours it was bigger than ever, producing 30 
bbis. an hour for several hours. When the 
well was struck it was none too well pro- 
vided with tankage. Mr. McKeown, antici- 
pating a small production, built only three 
250-bbl. tanks; one of these was the 
receiving tank into which the well flowed. 
The strangest part is he didn’t los> a barrel of 
oil. When the big freshet came the well would 
fill a tank in 40 minutes. Glenn Braden, super- 
intendent of the Southwest pipe line,was equal 
to the occasion, however. He bad pumps on 
the ground that would empty a tank in 35 min- 
utes, and the first night when oil came the 
thickest he saved every barrel the well pro- 
duced,a feat that stands without parallel ia the 
history of oil transportation. The production 
of the field is above 10,000 bbis again, tempora- 
rily, of course, and it is liable to remain near 
the 10,000 mark while the big McKeown con- 
tinues at its present high pressure rate. The 
Ten Mile Oil Company have secured some terr!I- 
tory west of the Woodburn well at Taylors- 
town, and propose to do some drilling. Dyer, 
Roberts & Co.’s wildcat at Banetown or Baker 
Station, seven miles south of Washington, is 
through the 60-foot and dry so far as the drill 
has progressed. The Chartiers Oil Co.’s No. 3, 
on the Fergus farm, in which the casing col- 
lapsed a short time ago, has been cleaned and 
drilling is progressing favorably. This well is 
located 600 feet from McKeown’s big gusher, 
and is over 1,800 feet deep. 

Progress in the Reibold field has been unim- 
portant. Phillips’ Behm 3 and 4 are both 30 
feet or better inthesandanddry. His wild- 
cat well.on the Barto farm, two miles in ad- 
vanee, is likewise dry. Sois Reep & Sutton’s 
well, on the Dumbart farm; it got only five 
feet of sand. Root & Johnson No. 3, Biakeley, 
started at 100 bble an hour, and has since de- 
clined to 50 bbls an hour, 

Other fields supply a few interesting items of 
pews respecting developments. It is now 
almost assured beyond question that there is 
quite a large amount of valuable territory in 
the vicinity of Shamburg. Atthe time of the 





early development men confined themselves to 
the rich pools and never dreamed of the possi- 
bility of there being belts leading out from 
the pools they were working. 80 they 
stopped operations as soon asthey happened 
on a small well and that,so far as they were 


concerned, condemned everything in front of 
it. Recently, however, Black Bros. com- 
menced operations to find an outlet, and were 
successful beyond their most sanguine expec- 
tations, as their No. 1, on the Tallman farm, 
has settled to 25 bbis. while their No, 2, just 
completed, is another splendid well, starting at 
over 60 bbls. They had another big streak of 
luck in striking a well on the Fieming farm 
reserve that after pumping five days is still 
pumping 50 bbls. a day natural. They had 25 
feet of white pebble sand and think that they 
are just on the edge of something a great 
deal better, which would seem to be 
the case, judging from their Daily No. 1, 
200 feet northwest, which is doing 18 bbls. 
and only bad about 20 feet of sand and that 
mostly gray. They are drilling their Daily No. 
2, which will be watched with a great deal of 
interest. Young & Lock finished a 12 bbl well 
on the Fisher farm recently and will start an- 
other well soon. Black Bros, sold one-fourth 
interest in their Shamburg property to M. B. 
Dunham, an extensive lumber dealer of War- 
ren. Consideration private. They are rushing 
things on the Tallman farm. They finished 
two wells last month and got one more drilling 
with three new rigs ahead. They expect to 
complete five wells this month, T. C. Joy 
will complete his No. 1 ow the Poor 
Farm early this month, and it 1s 
located for a good well. Haskell & Doolittle 
finished their No. 1, on the Phil, Sheridan lease, 
which will make a3or4 bbl well. They have 
had considerable trouble in getting the salt 
water shut off in the second sand. Some wells 
do not find any salt water at all, while other 
wells find 4 or 5 bbis per day; but there is no 
water in the oil sand at all, so when once cased 
off that ends the water question. The Waite & 
Hammond well, finished some two months 
ago, has settled to a 20 bbl well. They are 
starting their No. 2and have four other loca- 
tions made, Allshouse & Co. are just about 
ready to commence drilling an important test 
well on the southwest corner of the risher 
farm that will be watched with interest. 


Wednesday, June 29. 

The Opening price this morning was 62i¢c, 
which was a gain of 4c over Tuesday’s closing 
figure, but while it showed a stronger market 
the only advance on this price was to 62%4c, at 
or immediately following the opening. From 
this the drop wassteady until 61}4¢¢ was touched 
at the noon hour, which proved to be the low- 
est point of the day, although there were many 
who then believed 61c would be reached. Soon 
after noon a reaction set in and the price again 
run up to 62c from which the variation was but 
a point either way until near the close when 
there was a weakening, the final figure being 
61%c, showing a loss for the day of 34c under a 
range of fluctuations of %c. Trading was 
light throughout, there being nothing to stim- 
ulate operators who contented themselves with 
lgc and occasional 4c turns. The total sales 
footed up only 642,000 bbis. The news from the 
Washinton field was to the effect that Mc- 
Keun’s gusher had setteled down to 95 bbile per 
hour. The Dyer Wildcat at Bakerstown was 
reported dry in the 60 foot sand and is shut 
down.

Jnne Oil Report. 


The month of June showed a decrease in the 
number of new developments in the Pennsyl- 
vania and New York oi! fields, which is doubt- 
less attributable to the low price ruling for 
certificates. Notwithstanding this decrease in 
the number of new wells completed, the pro- 
duction shows an increase, due to three large 
gushers developed during tne month. The 
three are John McKeowu’s No. 4 on the Mar- 
tin farm, Washington; Phillips Bros.’ No. 3, on 
the Stewart farm, in the Reibold district, in 
Butler county; and the other belongs to Smith, 
O'Dell & Co., and 13 located on warrant 5,563, at 
Kinzua.

WASHINGTON, 


John McKeown’s No.4 on the Martin heirs’ 
farm, 300 feet from the northern line of the 
Fergus farm, proved to be a much larger well 
than was looked for. When three bits had 
been ruu in the Gantz sand it flowed 75 barrels 
per hour, and on being drilled deeper it pro- 
duced 140 barrels per hour. The well does not 
open up anything new, as it is located within 
established boundary lines of the field. The 
well bas not been drilled through the Gantz 
sand yet but the last gauges sent out show it to 
have shrunk to the rate of 90 barrels per hour. 
That reported shut down movement at Tay- 
lorstown !s a half bearted affair, as the lit of 
rigs up and buil ling and wells drilling shows. 
A new set of operators have secured territory 
since the shut down movement was inaugu- 
rated, and more or less drilling mzst be done by 
all parties to hold their lease’, The people who 
are drilling for the deep rock in the Taylor:- 
town field are making an endoavor to get a 
premium of 28 cents on their oil, i. e.. the pre- 
mium of 8 cents and the pipeage. The Forest 
Oil Company's weil, on the 8am Woodburn 
farm, is holding her production about to the 
point at which she started in the first 24 hours. 

BUTLER AND ARMSTRONG 

When the Burchtteld No Lonthe Rehm lot, 
120 rods in advance of the producing wells on 
the eastern side of the tunnel, was struck it 
seemed to give promise of a prolific extension, 
but subsequent developments bave shown this 
to be a narrow streak which is making aturo 
to the westward. During the month of June 
four dry holes were found around the six-acre 
lot upon which the Burchfield wells are lo- 
cated, and it is now clear that the prolific belt 
is only wide enough for a single row of wells, 
Mr. Phillips predicted that the Keibold belt 
would turn to the westward or northward 
months ago an! his forecast is being substan- 
tiated by the drill. The Stewart No. 3 made 110 
barrels in its best hour, and was producing 40 
barrels p«r hour at last accounts. The owners 
have made two locations on a line running 
north 22 east from the Stewart No.3. Phillips 
& Osborne are drilling an important well on 
the B2hm farm north of the Lappe failure on 
the same farm. A theory is now entertained 
that there are two branc'es to the belt and 
that a dry spot separates them at the Lappe 
well. The 70 wells iz the Reibol i ficld were 
producing 6,033 barrels on the 24th. The pro- 
duction of the district is likely to fluctuate 
until the western limits of the field are thor- 
oughly defined. The Albert & Morrison well 
on the Thompson farm, north of Butler, was 
mystified for a time. It failed to respond to 
the touch of the dril},

Stewart & Cu., or the Monroe Oil Co., as they 
are known in the country about Reidsburgh, 
drilled a test well oa the Franpton farm, about 
half a mile northeast of the pioneer well on 
the Kifer. When the sand was struck oil made 
its appearance and the well was shut down and 
plugged. After everything was in readiness 
the plug was drilled out and the hole was 
found to be nearly full of salt water. It is now 
being pumped and produces between two and 
three barrels of oil daily, similar in quality to 
that found at the Hess well on the Kifer far, 


GREENE COUNTY. 


The drill is pounding at the Mt. Morris well 
in search of the lower sand of the Washington 
field, but no increase in the yield of the ven- 
ture has been reported by the owners, or the 
scout who is watching the progress of the 
work. Mr. Hukill is drilling a well at Car- 
michael, about sixteen miles northeast of Mt. 
Morris, and the old Garard No. 2 is being 
drilled deeper. At the Bustona, toward the 
western end of the county, the Forest Oil 
Company have cleared their well of Callapred 
casing, and are now making fair progress to- 
ward the sand, 

ELK COUNTY. 


Ia the absence of positive statements from 
Captain Mike Murphy, doubts are entertained 
by the producers concerning the Taylor, Torry 
& Murphy well cn the southeastern corner of 
warrant 2027, the weil is generally rated as a 
small well but the verdict has not been accept- 
ed as final. Tne Highland Oil Co., have just 
finished a second well along the northern line 
of lot 2033 which gives indications of making a 
twenty barrel producer. The territory of the 
Highland development is wide spread but small 
and rather slow going. Shutte & Co,'s, well 
on the southern part of McKean county is a 
ten barrel producer, Two other wells are being 
d:illed near the first well. 


KINZUA VILLAGE. 


Sill & Dell’s No. 3in the Kinzua village de- 
velopment on the west side of the Allegheny 
river, produced 1,290 bbls in its best 24 hours, 
and gave the new pool arank with the Anchor 
& Wardwell pools. The country about this 
pool is spotted with dry holes, so there is only 
a chance for a field of limited area.

Detection of Cinchonidine in Sulphate 
of Quinine.* 
BY DR. LOUIS SCHAFER. 

The directions given by the United States 
Pharmacopoeia for acertaining the purity of 
quinine sulphate, are accompanied by a note 
stating that ifthe drug answers to the pre- 
scribed test, it will not contain more than one 
per cent, of cinchonidine or quinidine, and not 
more than traces of cinchonine. I have been 
recently engaged in making a number of ex- 
periments with this test, and the results I have 
obtained clearly show that it is not by any 
means 60 rigorous in its indications as this note 
represevts it tobe. S. far as quinidine and 
cinchonine are concerned the statement is true; 
but the sulphates of these alkaloids are so easi- 
iv and completely separated from sulphate 
of quinine in the processes of recrys- 
tallization ny which manufacturers refine the 
latter salt, that they are never found in the 
quinine ot commerce unless they have pur- 
posely or accidentally been added. It is other- 
wise with cinchonidine. Mostof the salts of 
quinine and cinchonidine so persistently orys- 
ta!lize together, even when there is a consider- 
able difference in their solubilities, that com- 
mermial quinine commonly contains more or 
lees of this alkaloid. It follows thet cinchoni- 
dine is the impurity which it ie most important 
to recognize with precision in determining the 
quality of quinine, yet it is precisely here that 
the test of the United States Pharmacopoia 
fails in its delicacy. So far from its indicating 
with any accuracy more than one per cent. of 
cinchonidine, I find that nearly ten per cent. 
may escape recognition. 


In examining this test is is very important to 
make the difference in the results obtained 
when (1) varying quantities of cinchonidine 
sulphate are merely added to quinine sulphate 
before applying the test, and when (2) the two

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sulphates are brought into intimate contact or 
crystallized together before the application of 
the test. In tne former case the test furnishes 
fairly correct indications, in the latter it fails. 
The following experiments will illustrate this: 
Some chemically pure quinine sulphate was 
rrepared by re-orystallizing some kilograms 
of good quinine as bi-sulphate, and then as veu- 
tral sulphate. Several small portions of this 
pure sulphate were taken and a varying quan- 
tity of cinchonidine sulphate added to 
each. These portions were dried at 
10) deg. C. for some hours, and then 
transferred to small beakers, care being taken 
to mix the sulphate as little as possible in these 
operations. Ten parts of distilled water were 
added to each and maceration conducted at 18 
deg. C. with occasional stirring for half an 
hour. The liquid was then filtered off and to 5 
0.0, of each filtrate, solution of ammonia sp 
ar. °960 was added until a clear liquid resulted: 
5 o.c. of the filtrate Required c.c.of ammonia.

‘The three following experiments were then 
made: 

A. 1°84 gram of chemically pure quinine 
sulphate, and 0°16 gram of cinchouidine sul- 
phate were dried at 100 deg. C. for three hours 
and transferred to a beaker glass, the rinsing 
of the sulphate being avoided as much as pos- 
sible. After maceration with occasional stir- 
ring for balfan hour at 18 deg. C. in 20 c.c. of 
water, the liquid was filtered off and 5 c.c. of 
the filtrate required 14c.c. of solution of am- 
monia to form a clear liquid; thus confirming 
the result obtained in the preceding series. 

B. 1°84 gram of the quinine sulphate 
and 0°16 gram of cinchonidine sulphate 
were intimately rubbed together in a mor- 
tar. The mixture dried for three hours at 
100 deg. C. and macerated in 20 c.c. of water ex- 
actly as before. 60c.c.of the filterate gave a 
clear solution when only 9 c.c. of the ammonia 
had been added. 

C. 1°84 gram of ths quinine sulphate and 
0°16 gram of cinchonidine sulphate were first 
dried at 100 deg. C. for three hours and then 
well rubbed together in the mortar, transferred 
toa beaker and macerated in 20 c.c. of water 
exactly as the others were treated. 5 o.c. of the 
filtrate took only 7 c.c, of ammonia to yield a 
clear liquid, 


In experi ment A the cinchonidine sulphate 
was able to pass into solution before the affinity 
between the two salts had been exerted; 
but in B.&C. where the two sulphates were 
brought into more and more intimate 
contact before maceration, less and lese 


of the cinchonidine was taken up by the 
water. It is easy to conceive that the results 
of experiments such as those in the first series 
would lead to an erroneous conception of the 
delicacy of the test; and it may be that it was 
upon trials similarly conducted that the state- 
ment in the United States Pharmaeopcela was 
based. But the results of experiments B and 
C clearly show that the conception is errone- 
ous. When the cinchonidine has crystallized 
out with the quinine, as would always be the 
case in the quinine of commerce, the two salts 
are inthe most intimate contact possible, and 
then the indications obtained by the test are 
much below the truth. The foregoing results 
indicate not only the fallacy in this test but in 
all tests in which the quinine to be examined 
is not brought into complete solution. It is 
only when perfect solution is effected that the 
result are comparable with these obtained from 
specially prepared mixtures. 


There has been a general desire of late to find 
amethod for the examinatiun of quinine by 
which the presence of one per cent of cin- 
chonidine could be indicated with some cer- 
tainty. I have made a careful investigation of 
the various processes hitherto published and 
have tried many modifications ef them, with a 
view of ascertaining how far they might be fit 
‘or this purpose. (The results of my observa- 
tions were published in the Archiv der Phar- 
macie 1886, Heft 19 H.) The conclusion de- 
ducible from my experiments was that none of 
these methods could be trusted for the de- 
tection of so small a proportion as one per 
cent. Even the new test of the well known 
Quinologist, Dr. J. E. de Vry, with chromate of 
potassium failed to fulfil thie condition. But 
further investigation of the subject has enabled 
me to find a test which will accomplish the de- 
sired object. It is this teat which I now desire 
to bring under the notice of American chem- 
iste. 


Its action depends on the extremely slight 
solubility of quinine oxalate in a dilute solu- 
tion of potassium oxalate and the comparitive- 
ly free solution of cinchinidine oxalate under 
like circumstances, The mode of operation is 
as follows;— 


Two grams of the quinine sulphate to be ex- 
amined are placed ina smali tared flask with 
oc. c. of distilled water. The contents of the 
flasks are raised to the boiling point and main- 
tained at that temperature until sulution ig 
effected. 0°65 grams of neutral crpstallized pot- 
assium oxalate, previously dissolved in 5c. c. 
of water is then added and mixed with the sol- 
ution of the sulphate by shaking the flask. Suf- 
ficient water is then introduced to bring the 
total weight of the contents upto 67°5 grams. 
(This is done to replace the water lost in boil- 
ing). The flask is then cooled to 20 deg, C., by 


standing it in water at that temperature. and 
occasionally ébaken. After half an hour the 
contents are filtered. To the clear filtrate a 
drop of solution of caustic soda is added; if the 
liquid remains clear and bright, the original 
sulphate contained less than one per cent. of 
cinchonidine. When one per cent. or more is 
present, the liquid becomes opalescent or 
yields a precipitate. This teat recommends it- 
self by itssimplicity. It can be readily per- 
formed with the most common appliances in 
less than an hour, and its indications are trust- 
worthy. Itcan also be adapted by some 
modification to the quantitative estimation of 
the cinchonidine, The presence of both cin- 
chonine and quioidine are also indicated by it. 


I add that this test is somewhat more rigor- 
ousif the sulphate is dissoled in 65 c. c. of 
water and the total weight of the contents of 
the flask is brought up to 62°56 grams. Oc- 
casionally with this proportion an unimport- 
ant quantity of the sulphate dissolves rather 
slowly. 


The potassium oxalate for this test shal) have 
only a feeble alcaline reaction. I prepared it 
dissolving pure oxalic acid in water, adding 
gradually pure carbonate of potassium until 
the solution had a faint acidulous reaction on 
jitmus. I evaporated until crystals began to 
form, co)lected the crystallized potassium ox- 
alate and dried it. 


I may take this opportunity of adding that 
pure quinine sulphate which will stand this 
test can be prepared in the same loose light 
silky crystals that have become the recognized 
characteristic of this important drug. The 
assertion 60 often made that chemically pure 
quinine sulphate only orystallizes in hard 
needles [cannot confirm. This is of great im- 
portance because it is not necessary to give up 
the characteristic joose form of the quinine 
— if the pbarmacop cia requires a purer 
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Orange Azo Dyes. 


On account of theimportance of the zo 
dyes, especially the naphthol orange colors, it 
may be of interest to those not familiar with 
the manufacture of these colors, to obtain a 
view of the method of preparation. This man- 
facture, the simplest branch of the azo color 
industry, is remarkable for the reason, that the 
preparation of the lowest sulpho derivatives of 
naphthol azobenzene, and its homologues has 
become typical for all the azo coloring matters 
which were afterward discovered, and was di- 
rectly followed by the manufacture of isomeric, 
homologous, and analogous bodies. 

A brief review of the history of the azo dyes 
up tothe discovery of the orange napbthol 
colors, may precede the description of the 
manufacture. 

Nitrogen benzid, or as we now call it azo- 
benzene, which was obtained by Mitscherlich 

in 1834, by the distillation of nitro benzene with 
alcoholic potash, was the first known body of 
which the group—N=N—was characteristic. 
The representative of another class of bodies, 
to which this nitrogen group was peculiar, 
was discovered by Peter Gries in 1858, who 
while generalizing Piria’s reaction, and em- 
ploying it on aniline and other aromatic am- 
ines, discovered a class of nitrogenous bodies, 
which have been named diazo compounds. 
This class of bodies, which until about 10 years 
ago, was of only theoretical importance, has 
reached a technical importance, since Gries 
showed the capability of the members of this 
class, to react with aromatic amines and 
phenols. 

Only two representatives of the products of 
this reaction, which were later on called azo 
dyes, were known about 25 years ago, name'y* 
the aniline yellow, which was brought into 
commerce by Simpson, Maule and Nicholson, 
and the Manchester brown manufa:*tured by 
Robert Dale & Co. The investigations made by 
Caro and Griess, and Griess and Martius, showed 
that the coluring principles of these dyestuffs 
were in the one case amidoazobenzene, and in 
the other triamidoazobenzene. The fact that 
aromatic animes are capable of combining with 
diazo-compounds, was shown in some further 
examples by Griess, who generalized the reac- 
tion by which basic azo dyes are formed. The 
oxy-compound corresponding to amidoazo- 
benzene, was obtained by Griess by the action 
of barium carbonate upon a diazo salt of ben- 
zene, and then by fusing azobenzenesulpho 
acid with potassium hydroxide. Kekule and 
Hidegh in 1870 prepared itin a manner anulo- 
gous to the formation of amidoazo bodies; the 
latter showed that diazobenzene nitrate com- 
bines with phenol in the form of phenol potas- 
sium to form oxyazobenzene. This reaction, 
which was again general'zed by Griess, made 
possible the rapid and extensive development 
of the azo-dye industry, and it is the merit of 
H. Caro and O. N. Witt to have recognized the 
importance of Griess’ investigations. The dis- 
covery of chrysoidin, the intermediate color- 
ing matter between aniline yellow and Man- 
chester brown, by O. N. Witt, reminded the 
chemists of Griess’ statement, that diazo com- 
pounds wil!) give fast coloring matters with 
aromatic amines and phenols. 

Chrysoidine was simultaneously and inde- 
pendently discovered by O. N. Witt and H, 
Caro in January, 1876. Caro obtained it from 
diazoamidobenzene and _  phenylendiamine, 
while Witt, according to the theory of Gries, 
obtained it from a diazobenzene salt, and phe- 
pylendiamine, that is by a method, which waa 
to be afterward used in the manufacture of 
azo-dyes, and the technical generalization of 
which, by substitution of a phenol for the 
amine, is also due to Witt. The latter as early 
as 1877 prepared according to the method from 
diazobenzenesulpho acid and pheno! a yellow 
dyestua@, the sulpho acid of oxyazobenzene: 
the Tropaeolin Y. 

Kekule-Hidegh’s reaction was herewith in- 
troduced into practice, and an example was 
given, according to which the oxy azo com- 
pounds were to be produced in future. At 
about the same time the monosulpho acid of 
alpha and beta naptholazobenzene was discov- 
ered by Caro, Witt and Roussin., andtke dis- 
eovery was directly followed by the manufac- 
ture of the coloring matters known as orange 
or tropacvlins. 

The most important of the orange dyes,which 
are manufactured on a large scale and form 
articles of commerce, are: 

1. A coloring matter obtained from diazo- 
Parabenzenoesulpbo acid and alpha naphthol, 

the so-called Orange I, naphthol orange No. 1, 
Tropaeolin OUO No. II. 

2. A coloring matter obtained from diazo- 
Parabenzene sulpho acid and betanaphthol, 
orange II, naphthol orange No. 2, trapaeolin 
000 No. 1. 

8. Aproduct obtained from a mixture of 
diazoortho and diazoparatoluolsulpho acid and 
betanapthol, which is commercially known as 
orange R, 

4. A product obtained from diazoxylolsul- 
pho acid and betanaptho!, orange RR. 

The preparation of these coloring matters, is 
in all cases preceded by the manufacture of the 
amine sulpho acids, and we will therefore con- 
gider these before proceeding with the manu- 
facture of the dyes. 


PREPARATION OF ANILINE SULPHO ACID AND 
AND ITS DERIVATIVES 


The sulphonation of aniline and its deriva- 
tives, on a large scale, is effected by one of two 
methods. The amines are either dissolved in 
fuming su/phuric acid, and sulphonated by 
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beating the sulphates thus produced to 100-110 
deg C.,in iron boilers with the excess of sul- 
phuric acid, or the acid amine sulphates are 
prepared, and then heated to the necessary 
high temperature. The former method is ad- 
vantageously used for sulphonating xylidine. 
fn sulpbonating aniline and toluidine this 
method is no longer employed, but the second 
is used. The latter can also be used with ad- 
vantage in sulphonating anisidine, and alpha 
and betaphthylamine, 

When the second method is used for sulpbon- 
ating amines, a satisfactory yield will only be 
obtaineed by observing the following condi- 
tions: 1. Preparation of an intimate mixture 
of approximately equal molecules of amine and 
sulphuric acid, containing the amine in excess. 
2. Introducing the cakes of such thickness, in 
sheet iron boxes into the mufties, 0 as to ob- 
tain a uniform heating of the mass. 3. Mainte- 
nance of a uniform temperature, neither too 
high nor too low, most advantageously at about 
200-230 deg. C. according tothe nature of the 
amine. 

If these conditions are otserved, in addition 
toa good quality, a quantity approximating 
the theoretical yield will be obtained in all 
cases. If the first-mentioned condition is not 
observed, so that an excess of sulphuric acid is 
present, @ part of the amine will be carbonized, 
the quantity being proportionate to the excess 
of the acid. Inthis case the sulphanilic acid 
always contains a blue coloring matter, and 
the acid when dissolved in alkali shows a wine- 
red color. If the cakes are too thick the mass 
is not perfectly baked. In this case a kernel is 
formed inthe mass, which consists of amine 
sulphate which has not reacted, and the treat- 
ment ends with an imperfect sulphonation of ; 
the mass. If the mass is not heated sufficiently 
high the sulphonation is incomplete, if too 
high carbonation takes place, so that in either 
case there will be a smaller yield. 

The elimination of water from the aniline 
sulphate begins at about 190 deg. C., and takes 
piace with vielent boiling of the constantly 
thickvning mass. It appears that in all cases a 
sulphamide is firat produced, which is then 
transformed into aminesulpho acid. 

QUANTITATIVE ANALYSIS OF THE RAW MA- 

TERIALS. 

Tho raw materials which require a quantita- 
tive valuation in the rational manufacture of 
orange are the aminesulpho acids (suiphanilic 
acid, toluidinesulpho acid, xylidinesulpho 
acid), the sodium hydroxide, the sulphuric acid 
and the nitrite. 

For the naphthols, which are found in com- 
merce, of the greatest purity, a qualitative test 
is sufficient. 

Estimation of the sulphanilic acid.—A good 
sulphanoilic acid should dissolve in alkaline 
water with a light color and leave only a slight 
or no residue, 

Ia estimating the sulphanilic acid, the pre- 
sence of aniline sulphate is to be first consider- 
ed. The aniline can be distilled of with steam 
from a solution of the sulphanilic acid, prepar- 
ed by boiling with an excers of alkali. aA solu- 
tion is then obtained, in which the sulphanilic 
acid can be estimated by acidifying with hydro- 
chioric acid, and titring with normal sodium 
nitrite. The end of the reaction is recognized 
by testing with drops on a strip of potassium 
idodide paper. 1c.c. of normal sodium nitrite 
solution corresponds to 0°173 gms. sulphanilic 
acid. 

Test Sclutions: 1. Normal sodium nitrite so- 
lution, obtained by dissolving €9 gme. nitrite, 
dried at 100 deg. C., in 1 liter water. 2. Normal 
sodium hydroxide. 3 Normal hydrochloric 
acid, 

Example: 56 gms.of an average sample of 
the sulphanilic acid to be tested is dissolved in 
a flask in 160 o.c. hot water and 30 c.c. normal 
sodium hydroxide solution aad boiled for 
about 10 minutes. The slightly alkaline solu- 
tion, freed from aniline, is diluted to 250 c.c.. 
thoroughly mixed and filtered, 650 c.c. of the 
filtrate are acidified in a beaker with 15 c.c, 
norma! hydrochloric acid, after which the nor- 
mal nitrite solution is added,drop by drop, 
until a drop of the fiuid placed upon a strip of 
potassium iodide starch paper, produces an im- 
mediate blue coloration. Assuming that 56°6 
c.c. of the nitrite solution were consumed,then 
the calculation will give 96°9 per cent sulphan- 
ilic acid, 

The value of toluidine sulpho acid, and xyli- 
dine sulpho acid is determined in the same 
manner. 1c.c. normal nitrite solution corres- 
ponds to 0°187gme. toluidinesulpho acid and 
0201 gms. xylidinesulpho acid. 

Testing the Naphthols—The alpha and beta- 
naphthole of commerce, consisting of fused 
white masses, showing @ structure of foliated 
crystals, rarely leave anything to be desired in 
their quality. In examining the napbthols it is 
only necessary to determine their melting 
points and their solubility in alkaline water. 
Any residue is estimated by completely wash- 
ing, drying and weighing. 

Estimation of the Nitrite—The commercial 
sodium nitrite consists of white or faintly yel- 
low crystals. It generally contains from 96 to 
9 per cent. sodium nitrite. The percentage 
should be determined from time to time, be- 
cause the nitrite absorbs water, and is there- 
fore liable to change. The percentage of ni- 
trite is determined by means of 0°1 normal so- 
lution of sulphanilic acid, prepared by dissolv- 
ing 195 gms sodium sulphanilate, dried at 
100 deg. C, in 1 liter water, 

This 0°1 normal solution corresponds to 
0. 0069 gms eodium nitrite, In addition to this, 


a normal hydrochloric acid is required. In 
making the analysis 69 gms of an average sam- 
ple, drawn from all parts of the barrel, are dis- 
solved in 1 liter, and 100 cc. of this solution are 
again diluted to 1liter. The numberof ce. of 
this solution which are required to decompose 
a mixture of 20 cc.0°l norwal sulphanilic acid 
solution, and 5 cc, normal hydrochloric acid, is 
then determined, aud from the number of cc. 
used the percentage of the nitrite is calculated. 
MANUFACTURE OF THK ORANGE DYES. 

‘On the large scale, the attempt is always 
made to use none of the materials in excess, 
but to have the reaction take place as near as 
possible in the theoretical quantity. As it is, 
however, impossible to attain a decomposition 
perfectly in accordance with the theory so that 
one of the reagents must under all circum- 
etances be in excess, we will now show the in- 
fluence which the excess of one or the other 
has upon the character or quantity of the re- 
sulting dye stuff, 

The presence of a small excess of the diazo 
compound after pairing is good, an excess of 
naphthol is unfavorable, because the mother 
liquors which contain naphthol vannot be 
completely removed from the press cakes by 
blowing with air, A portion of the naphthol 
then remains with the coloring matter, where 
its presence in large quantity will give a cloudy 
appearance to dyed fibers. This evil is there- 
fore avoided in the firat place by using a small 
excess of sulphanilic acid in the reaction. By 
using this slight excess of the diazo com- 
pounds, allthe naphthol is certainly brought 
into reaction, while the excess of the diazo 
compound ig decomposed soon after pairing, 
and rendered harmless. 

Another important point in the manufacture 
of naphthol coloring matters. is to avoid an 
excess of acid. In all cases about 3 per cent 
more alkali than is required to neutralize the 
acid should be employed. Too large an 
excess of alkali, however, has the disadvan- 
tage of precenting a complete preeipitation 
of the coloring matter, asa portion of it will 
remain in solution as a dibasic salt. Tne quan 
tity and quality of the coloring matter are 
effected by an excess of acid, because it sepa- 
rates naphthol and injures the coloring matter 
as above described. In addition to this, the 
precipitated naphthol is withdrawn trom the 
reaction, and thus causes @ loss. An excess of 
nitrite is harmless as long as the reaction is 
alkaline; an excess of acid and nitrite is doubly 
injarious. 

The coloring matter can be directly obtain- 
ed when it separates directly in a oryetalline 
state, and can be filtered. Coloring matters 
which separate as a gelatinous muss are redis- 
solved, and precipitated from the hot solution 
with salt water, which in most cases producesa 
crystalline precipitation, 89 that the coloring 
matter can be filtered. 

PREPARATION OF SULPHANILIC ACID, 

Sulphanilic acid is most advaotageously pre- 
pared by heating aniline sulphate to a high 
temperature, as already mentioned, The tol- 
lowing apparatus are required: 

A cast iron boiler, provided with mechanical 
stirrer, which is connected with a leaden con- 
denser, to do away with the disagreeable ani- 
line vapors produced by mixing aniline and 
sulphuric acid. 

For converting the acid sulphate intofsul- 
phanilic acid, two mufiie furnaces are used. 
In these the sulphate is baked in iron boxes, 
The muftie consists of a movable cast iron box, 
provided with an iron door at the shorter side. 
The bottom, which is protected by an arch, is 
subjected to the heat of the flame, while the 
two long sides and one short side are heated 
by the furnace gases. 

The top of the muffle which is not subjected 
to the fire contains an opening for a thermom- 
eter, and an exit tube, provided with a valve, 
which conducts the vapors into the chimney. 
Tbe mufiie is made 100 cm. square, and 50 cm. 
high. 

The aniline sulphate is introduced into the 
mufiies on sheet iron trays, 75 cm. long, and 25 
cm. wide. These trays are set on runners 
which have the double purpose of facilitating 
the handling of the traye, and of causing a 
more uniform heating of the sulphate. 6 trays 
are required. 

To prepare the acid sulphate 49 kilo sulph- 
uric acid of 66 deg. B. are placed into the cast 
iron boiler. To this is added, in course of 20 
minutes, 46°56 kilo aniline blue cil, in a thin 
stream, through the condenser. Combination 
takes place, with evolution of much heat, and 
the aniline vapors are condensed in the cooler. 
As soon as all the aniline has been stirred into 
the sulphuric acid, the cover is removed from 
the boiler, and the contents are equally divid- 
ed into 3trays. {n the mean time, the muffie 
has been heated to 220—230 deg. C. When this 
temperature has been reached, 1 tray is intro- 
duced into each mufiie as quickly as possible, 
and the doors are closed. The sulphate melts; 
the reaction begins at about 195 deg. C., with 
the escape of water. 

After heating about 3 hours to 220—230 deg. 
C., the doors of the muffie are opened and the 
trays are turned. After another 3 hours the 
mass is completely baked, and all aniline sul- 
phate is converted into sulphonilic acid. The 
end of the reaction is determined by testing 
the hardness of the mass witha chisel, When 
the cakes are uniformly hard, the trays ure 


removed, an.i the mufiies are freshly charged. 
The stone hard, queges white mass is broken 
out of the trays by means Of a hammer.—Dingl.

TUESDAY EVENING, July 5, 1887. 

The tone of the “rug market is not so buoy- 
ant as at the date of our last, neither has there 
been as much business done since then as dur- 
ing the previous week, but that is to be ex- 
pected considering the boliday on Monday and 
the general closing at noon on Saturday.There 
has on the whole, however, been a fair amount 
of trade in quiet jobbing way and if prices 
are no higher they are at least steady asa rule 
As usual opium has attracted the most at- 
tention,and the steady advance has so far sub- 
stantiated the truth of opinions ventured sev- 
eral weeks ago. The tendency is still upward 
and much higher prices are looked for, a8 
even the most corscivative estimates of the 
co) are being reduced, Quinine has been a 
t: fl) weaker during the past few days, but has 
not quotably changed. In other drugs there 
have been few fluctuations, the most import- 
ant changes occurring during the week being 
the following:

Opium. 

In spite of the broken week the market for 
opium has been active and prices have moved 
steadily upward from the date of our last re 
port to the close to-night. Advices from both 
Smyrna and London have been of a character 
calculated to inspire confidence in hoiders here 
and.though there have not been lacking sellers, 
they have all had very strong views. Buyers 
have been somewhat timid, but have peverthe- 
less taken a considerable quantity though as 
far as we can learn the bulk of the sales made 
were on account of Smyrna houses. Begin- 
ning at $4.50, at which sales were made the day 
following our last, the market went up to $4.65 
and later there were sales on the spot at $4.70@ 
$4.75, and to arrive at $4.75@$4.80. It is esti- 
mated that some 200 cases all told, changed 
hands, most of it being brought back for 
Smyrna parties. To-night some holders had 
fixed their prices at $5.00, but it was probable 
that others would have shaded this. Cables 
from Smyrna report an active and excited 
market, the price having advanced to 17s, 
London is also higher, but as reports regarding 
the prices there are contradictory, it is hard to 
tell at this writing what is the actual condition 
of that market. Reports concerning the prob- 
able yield of the crop vary irom 2,000 to 3,000 
cases, but the most reliable estimate p!aces it at 
not more than 2,700 cases. Powdered opium is 
now held at $5 85@6 and is very strong, with a 
good jobbing demand. 

The long-expected advance in the manufac- 
turers’ price of morphine was announced last 
Thursday, the leading domestic makers fixing 
their quotation at $3 20 in bulk, $3 23 in ounces, 
and $3 50in eighths. The N. Y. Q. & C. Works 
raised its price to.$3 40 for eighths, inclusive, 
quoting $3 10@3 15 in buik and ounces respec- 
tively. The K. & M. price was raised to $3 15, 
$320 and $345. Prior to the advance there 
were sales of several hundred ounces of a lead- 
ing brand by an outside holder at $345 in 
eighths, but since there has been nothing 
offered below manufacturers’ rates. The de- 
mand is reported as gooc. 


Quinine. 

Pending the arrival of information regard- 
ing to-day’s sale of bark in London the quinine 
market showed a slightly easier tendency, but 
as there was no business to test values there 
was no actual change in the quotation. Holders 
generally want 44@45c but would accept 43c on 
large orders for favorite brands, There has 
been very little interest manifested by specu- 
lative buyers throughout the week, and the 
close to-night was dull and uninteresting. 
The jobbing demand is reported to be 
very good, and some holders entertain 
the hdpe that the large stock here will 
be considerably reduced before the end of the 
consuming season. For some reason repcrts 
concerning the result of the bark sale were 
unusually delayed to-day, and up to 4 o’clock 
this afternoon but meagre and unsatisfactory 
information had been received here. From 
one source we learned that of the 6,800 bales, 
East India and South American included, 
three-quarters sold at firm prices. Another 
report was to the effect that the bulk of the 
offerings were sold, part at a decline of 5 per 
cent from previous rates. Some here believed 
that the sale was not completed to-day. Since 
the above was written we hear that the total 
offerings amounted to 7,600 bales, of which 
8,600 were South American and 4,000 East In- 
dian. There was sold, at firm prices, 200 bales 
South American and 3,100 East Indian. The 
shipments of bark so far fcom Ceyion are a 
little less than a million pounds below those 
for the corresponding time last year.

Regarding the prospect of the mint crop a 
prces dispatch from Rochester says: “The 
farmers in all parts of Wayne county are 
rejoiced at the prospects there are for an abun- 
dant yleld of peppermint next fall. Theaverage 
of peppermint inthe county this year is cer- 
tainly one-fourth greater than ever before, and 
from every locality there comes the report that 
it is growing well. The farmers have had un-

How Job Lots Gets Indorsements for his Plasters. 


We gave in the REPORTER of June 15th some comparative prices showing how far the cheapening 
process on plasters could be carried by persons of easy conscience, and how a hypothetical manufacturer, 
whom we designate as Mr. ‘‘Job Lots” for the purpose of appropriately characterizing the methods of the class 
he represents, could sell as many plasters for, say $84.11-44 as, at our list, would cost $191.50. It is not 
necessary to explain that the difference in quality would correspond with the difference in price. But still Mr. 
‘‘Job Lots” would not fail to find some “‘so mean as to do him reverence.” He would probably obtain chemical 
evidence of the excellence of his products, either by a purely fictitious analysis cooked up by some conscience- 
less chemist, or by one from ‘‘stuffed” goods imposed upon some unsuspecting analyst of good repute. 

Or he might ignore chemistry and trust his reputation to the nasal test, which has been commended by 
one manufacturer and which only requires the investigator to smell of a jar of such medicinal extract as the 
plaster is represented to contain, and then compare the odor with that of the plaster. This test has the merit 
of simplicity and economy, and although open to objection on the ground of not being scientifically exact, is 
probably as much to be depended on as the analyses of some chemists. 

There is no gainsaying the results of honest chemical analyses made by competent chemists, but the 
certificates of the incompetent or the corruptible are as unreliable as the sense of smell. But “‘Job Lots” would 
undoubtedly have some evidence that his wares had been tested and not found wanting either by some dis. 
honest or deluded chemist, or by his own nasal organs. His analysis might read something like this:

(that is the door was “open,” at the place where you told me to buy them), and 
the result is as follows:

It will be seen by this that your plaster mass contains about four times as 
much atropine as can be found in belladonna root and is, therefore, four times 
as strong as the Pharmacopoeia contemplates. Dr. Prescott’s method was used (by 
himself on the S. & J., | guessed at yours), and your plaster is, without doubt, the 
best I have ever examined. (I never examined any.)

The words in parentheses would not appear in the analysis but are simply the ‘mental reservations” 
of the analyst as he pens the certificate. : 

In addition to this ‘convincing testimony” J. L. would probably have some ‘‘indorsements” from the 
trade. They might be as equivocal asthe tramp’s indorsement of the toilet soap, and they probably would 
not come from the “flower of the trade,” but still if the letter heads bore the words “‘Wholesale Druggists” 
they would answer the purpose. They would probably read, with the ‘‘mental reservations” of the writers, 
something like this: 

Mr. JOB LOTS, Chemist, &c. 

Dear Sir:—We have sold your plasters during the past few months, (whenever 
your drummer has sent in an order from some retailer) and they are giving entire 
satisfaction (to the scalpers and Cheap Johns who are always ready to bite at any 
hook that is bated with a low price.) We consider your plasters superior to all 
others (because we get an extra five for handling them) and always recommend them 
to our trade (and charge S. & J. prices for them when we can, we pocketing the dif- 
ference.) We probably sell more of your goods than of any other make (because 
we have substituted so long that anybody who expects honest goods won’t come to 
us.) Long may you prosper! Down with the Pharmacopeceia! The physician be ——! 

Yours truly, — 

There are some wholesalers, like the purely imaginary writer of the above, who will indorse anything 
in which they can, before its character becomes generally known, make an extra profit by buying it at what 
it is worth and palming it off on the retailer at about the same price as a standard article is sold for. These 
wholesalers do not constitute a very numerous class, but they should be shunned by every retailer who values 
his own reputation and realizes that it depends upon the integrity of the goods he sells. A jobber must sell 
what is called for, but the retailer is the best judge of what he wants, and the jobbers’ indorsement cannot 
be accepted as of much value unless he has personal knowledge of the character of the goods. When the 
standard price for powdered opium is $5.00, the jobber who recommends as “‘superior” some that is offered 
at $3.50 may reasonably be suspected of dishonesty; and the same is true if he recommends as superior a 2- 
grain quinine pill at 40 cts. when the price of all reputable makers is 65 cts. The difference in price proves 
the inferiority of the goods and the jobber is guilty either of indorsing what he knows nothing about, or of 
wilfully aiding the sale of inferior goods in consideration of a little more profit than he can make on honest 
ones. The same reasoning applies to plasters and all other goods as well as to powdered opium or quinine 


pills.

Holders continue their quota- 
tions of 1 87}4@1 92k¢c spot or to arrive, while 
up to 1 95c bas been paid in some instances for 
small lots from store. Speaking of the Liver- 
pool market on the 25th ult., Messrs. Brunner 
& Co. say: “Bleaching powder is without 
change, One maker reports sales for America 
at £7 108, but orders from your side are ecarce. 
We hear the London Board ot Works have ac- 
cepted tenders for the supply of 1300 tons soft 
wood bleach to be delivered within the next 
three weeks. This will help to clear off some 
of the stocks but has had no effect on prices, as 
orders from regular consumers come to hand 
very slowly.”

The market for chemicals presents a very 
dull and tame appearance. As usual at the end 
of June buyers bave shown but small desire to 
lay in supplies, and the movement in all lines 
has consequently been extremely limited. In 
the heavy chemicals there is scarcely a feature 
to notice,both buyers and sellers at the moment 
appearing to be indifferent. From the otter 
aide mail advices report continued inactivity— 
if anything the dullness being more intensified 
by the holidays over there. Soda ash was dull 
and nominal, as was also caustic soda, but sal 
soda was scarce and in demand at good prices. 
Bleach was quiet and unchanged. Ia the mis- 
cellaneous chemicals here, the market gener- 
ally has been quiet. Arsenic is favoring the 
buyer and nitrate of soda is still somewhat un- 
setticd, but on the whole there have been no 
important changes in prices. Businessin the 
fertilizing chemicals is almost at a standstill, 
and there is very little done in the acids. 


Acids. 

Acetic acid remains about as when we last 
wrote. There isonly a moderate demand at 
the moment and very little inquiry for future 
delivery as the principal buyers have about 
completed their supplies for the seasou. The 
market remains steady at 24 @234c as to quan- 
tity and seller, sales of 60,000 lbs being reported 
at these figures, 

Oxalic acid is moving fairly in accordance 
with the current needs of consumption, but 
we bear of no large transactions. The combi- 
nation prices are maintained at 8c for lots of 
10 tons or over for future delivery and 8c for 
smaller quantities on the spot. 

Tartaric acid has a fair consuming demand. 
the inquiry being about up to the average of 
previous corr:sponding seasons. Prices are 
steadily maintained at the combination rates, 
and we repeat the quotations of 43@46c for 
crystals and 44@46c for powdered in barrels and 
boxes respectively. 

Muriatic and nitric acids show no change. 
There is a moderate demand for the supply of 
current requirements andthe market remains 
steady at our former quotations. 

Sulphuric acid is wanted to a moderate ex 
tent only. The sales are mostly for prompt de- 

very as the larger buyers are supplied. The 
manufacturers have as yet announced no 
change in prices and nominally quote 0@9%5c 
for large lots of 66 deg, 1@1 15¢ for smaller 
quantities and $75(@9 per ton as to seller and 
Quantity for chamber acid, 


Miscellaneous. 

Acetate of lime is moving slowly into con- 
sumption, buyers showing no disposition to 
anticipate their needs. The market, however, 
is steady and we continue to quote 2 45@2}gc 
for gray and 1 80@1 £5c for brown as to quan- 
tity. 

Arsenic is again easier owing to fresh arrivals 
anda lack of important demand. Holders 
quote nominal 24%@2%c either on the spotor 
to srrive, but it is probable that less would buy 
round lots, 

Blue vitriol remains firm under limited sup- 
plies and a good consuming demand. The 
quotations are 4}4@5c, as to seller, quantity 
and quality. 

Brimstone ‘8 dull and easy. Previous prices 
would be shaded on large quantities, but buy- 
ers show no desire to do business. Best sec- 
onds are quoted nominally at $17 50@18 5v, ac- 
cording to position, and thirds $17 50@ 18. 

Cream tartar is not wanted to any extent, 
but manufacturers are busy filling contract 
orders, and there is no surplus stock. The 
market remains firm at the combination prices, 
which are 3444@35c for crystals and 35@36c for 
powdered, according tu style of packing. 

Nitrate of soda is still unsettled and prices 
are tending in buyers’ favor, owing to its accu- 
mulating stocks and an indifferent demand. 
Small sales from dock have been made at 1 95c 
@2c, but it is probable that the inside figure 
would be shaded for a large buyer. Furward 
shipments are offering at 1 80@1 85c,while goods 
on the way are to be had at 1 85@1 9ic,according 
to position. Mr. F.B. Nichols, in reviewing 
the results of the first 6 months in his circular 
of the Ist inst, gives the following statistics: 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated suda ash, 48 per cent, of Liver- 
pooi make is without special feature of inter- 
est. There have been a few small sales made 
in a jovbirg way to carry consuisers along 
until the month is fairly under way, but lots 
to arrive are neglected, and we have heard of 
no business. Prices are well maintained,though 
in the present condition of trade they are more 
or less nominal. For arrival sales would be 
made at 110@1 15c. according to brand and 
quantity, while for smal lots on the spot hold- 
ers want 1 22K@I1 25c. In high test there is ab- 
solutely nothing doing, and we hear of noth- 
ing offering either on the spot or to arrive. The 
nominal quotations remain 1 15@I 17}4c, as to 
brand. 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent of the different 
Liverpool brands occupies about the same po- 
sition as when we last went to press. Buyers 
continue to show indifference but as holders 
are not urging business the market has asteady 
tone. Small sales from store are making at 
about 130c but for lots to arrive holders 
would accept 1 174421 20c and a few small lots 
have been placcd at these figures within the 
week. High test is not quotabl> at the mo- 
ment. We hear of no inquiry for it and there 
appears to be nothing offering. Messrs. J. P. 
Brunner & Co. writing from Liverpool under 
date of the 25th ult. say that soda ash is slow 
to move and prices were nominal at 15-16@1d 
for 48 per cent and high test caustic ash and 
81-32@1 8 16d for 48 per cent carbonated and 
35-16@1d for high test carbonated. 

Newcastle soda ash is not wanted to any ex- 
tent though we hear of occasional small sales 
at about the range of previous prices. Holders 
continue their quotations of 1 174g@1 20c for 48 
per cent either on thespotor to arrive and 
nominally 1 15@1 1744 for high test. 

Refined alkali36 per cent remains inactive 
and hard to move in large lote, but in a jobbing 
way business has been about up to the average 
of several preceding weeks. Prices show no 
change, the nominal quotation being ! 18%@ 
120c though large buyers could probably do 
better. The demand for BM has been very 
good for the season, though buyers seem to be 
satisfied with small lots. In 58 per cent business 
has been done toa fair extent at 1 05@1 10c to 
arrive and about | 10@1 1244c on the spot. while 
the quotations for 48 per cent remain 1 15@120c 
as to quantity and position. 

Caustic soda remains firm, but there has been 
no quotable improvement in prices since the 
date of last writing. In 60 per cent. there is 
only a light jobbing business to report, but 
holders are not disposed to release stocks be- 
low 2 74@2 85e on the spot. and 270@2 80c to 
arrive.

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Ayer & Co. before a Montreal Court. 


The case of the Canadian Government against 
Messrs. J. C. Ayer & Co. charged with under- 
valuation, is now on trial before Chief Justice 
Ritch, of Montreal, The following proceed- 
ings tho recond day’a soesion are taken from 
the Montreak Gazette of June 23: 

The first witness called was Mr. David Dewar 
(examination continued). Witness did not 
know of any goods having been shipped to Bt. 
John's, Que., from Lowell, Mass., under false 
pretences, (Witness produced a synopsized 
statement of all shipments in bulk made by 
Ayer & Co. from Lowell or elsewhere in the 
United States to St. John’s, Que.) Tals state- 
ment was taken from Ayer’s books and repre- 

sents all the goods sent by them to St. John’s, 
Que, The medicinal preparationsof Ayer & 
Co. wore generally offered for sale by the dozen 
bottles, with directions, wrappers and trade 
mark. The bottles in which the modicines 
wero Offered fon sale in Canada were bought 
principally in Canada. Bhe kind of medicine 
that the bottle was to hold was blown into 
the glass. The bottles were also corked and 
sealed with wax, on which the trade mark was 
impressed. Taking cherry peotoral for in- 
stance, the first thing is the wrapper, inside of 
which are the directions for using in several 
languages. 

Cross-examined—Has always been in the 
bookkeeper’s department of Ayer & Co.'s 
office. For a few weeks when he first went 
there, in 1870, he helped to i the bottles. 
There aresome thirty-five persons employed 
in the office, Witness has charge of all the 
othor bookkeepsrs, and has a knowledge of all 
their trensactions. Should any sales be made 
Mr. Bigelow would have cognizance of them. 
Mr. Bigelow is next in charge to Mr. Ayer 
himself. The statement produced ts made cut 
chiefly from the letter book. Used about 
twenty-five books to make out the statement. 
Did not bring these bouvuks to court because 
they arein use all thotime, Mr. Bizclow gave 
him instructions to make ont the statement. 
He told witness to make outa correct state- 
ment of all the goods gent ‘nto Canaia, and to 

compare prices to make sure they were cor- 
reot. Witness had done so,and had made ro 
alterations. The statement is correct and con- 
tains a true and correct account of all goods 
shipped to Canada or purchased in Canada for 
use at the St. Johns factory during the 
years which the statement covers. Mr. 
Underhbi!l was instructed to and generally 
returned all the purchases made by him in 
Canada for the St. Johns business to the 
office at Lowell. Hasno reason to doubt thst 
Underh'll did so. The cashier paid for the 
American goods, Witness had looked at the 
cash book and ascertained that the amounts 
charged actually were paid. Some times the 
firm pay freight charges, and some times the 
purchaser does 80. Cannot remember whether 
he had added the froight charges to the valuc 
of the goodssent to Canada or notin making 
out the statement. Ayer & Co. purchased very 
largely, but witness did not know whether they 
had special terms or whetber tney received 
large reductions for cash. ‘These matters be- 
long to Mr. Bigelow’s department, as he did the 
buying. The invoices show in every case the 
actual amount paid. The statements as made 
up are composed very largely of printed ma- 
terial, This was used for labels, directions, 
wrappers, etc. The large shipments to the 
Gazette Printing Company and Lovell & Co. 
were not used for labels, but for getting out 
aijanacs, etc, 

Q. Was it not the object of the Ayers to send 
into @anada bottles, !abeis and everything else 
as complete as possible for the distribution of 
their medicine? A. I cannot say what their 
object was. (Witness here gave a description 
of the methods of bottling.) Everything as far 
as possible—material, corks, bottles, labels, 
etc., were sent into Canada and the prepara- 
tions were as nearly ready for market as pos- 
sible. The material sent to the Gazette and 
Lovell & Co., witness believed, wus for the 
purpose of printing Ayer’s almanacs. Does 
not know what was the liquid sent into Canada 
for the making of sarsaparilia. For all wit- 
ness knew, it might have been the completed 
article. (Mr. Macmaster, Q.C., here objscted 
to the line followed by Mr. Ferguson for the 
Crown in the examination of this witness. Mr. 
Ferguson was attempting to cover points 
which he, Mr. Macmaster, had not touched 
upon in his direct examination.) Witness knew 
only from the invoices that the completed 

earsaparilla was 
NOT SHIPPED INTO CANADA, 
but had eonfidence enough in his employers 
to believe these invoices true, Mr. Ayer at- 
tended to business pretty constantly and was 
in the office most oftho time. On one occa- 
sion, te witness’ knowledge, they had sold o 
gallon of sarsaparillc for $5. The price was 
afterwards reduced, but witness could not say 
how long ago it was so reduced. Witness gave 
names of the principal customers in Canada of 
Ayer & Co., and also their agents. Knew 
enough of the preparation sent loto Canada to 
think that it was so far completed that it could 
not be used for any other purpose than in- 
tended by Ayer. Is not in the secret of the 
mixing of Ayre’s preparstions. That knowl- 
edge is confined to Mr. Ayer, Mr. Bigélow and 
the mixing room, Witness had madea written 
declaration under oath regarding the seizure 
made by the Customs authorities of Ayer’s 
goods. Witness did not think that the liquid

Statement was produced 
and witness, continuing, eald that most of the 
printed matter sent into Canada 1s printed by 
Ayer & Co, themselves at their factory in Low- 
ell, The prices are based on cost of produc- 
tion. After testimony as to the standing of 
several of the employes of Ayer & Co., wit- 
ness stated that Mr. Underhill attended to the 
business in St. Johns for two or three months 

of each year, but whenever he was away from 
the factory at St. Johns or elsewhere, he helda 
position in the binding department.

P. Stearns, of the Equitable Life In- 
surar ce Co.—Was formerly a counsellor-at- law 
in the United States. Witness was asked what 
was the law in the United States as regarded 
the appraisement for duty of uncompleted 
goods. Witness replied that in cases where the 
true and actual market value ard wholesale 
prices cannot be ascertained to the satisfaction 
of the appraiser, because of the consignment 
for the eale of the goods by the foreign manu- 
facturer to hic agent in the United States, or 
for any other reason, the appraisement may 
then be had by asccrtaining the cost or value 
of the materials composing the merchandise 
at the time and place of manufacture, the ex- 
pense of manufacturing and the cost of pre- 
paring and putting up the merchandise for 
shipment. (Act of March 3, 1883). 

Mr. O'Hara, the next witness, 1s deputy col- 
lector of customsin Montreal. (Witness pro- 
duced a statement of all shipments made by 
Ayer & Co. from January, 1881, to June, 1885.) 
Does not know what Underhill’s interest in 
the case is. 

Q. Underhill, Flint and young are the men 
who are behind you In this matter, are they 
not? 

A. What do you mean by “‘bebind ?” 

Mr. Macmaster—I mcan the men who gave 
you this information, 

Witness—I am not obliged to answer that 
question. 

Mr. Macmaster— Yes, you are, 

Witness did not know whether Underhill, 
Flint and Young had any money interest in the 
case or not, nor whether they had “great ex- 
rectations.” Could not say whether or not they 
were going to receive some money out of the 
case. 

Q. If the case succeeds, will Underhill not get 
comething ? 

A. I cannot say what he will get. 

After parrying and endeavoring to evade 
several questions, the witness finally acknowl- 
edged that it was customary that an informer 
received part of the penalties. Could not say 
whether the customs authorities would pay 
Underhill or not. 

Q. Have you knowledge of any bargain be- 
tween Underhill and Brousseau? 

A. No, 

Witness did not remember Underhill’s hay- 
ing said that his share was worth $17,000 or 
$18,000. 

Q. Where has Underhill been’staying for the 
last few days? 

A. In the city, I suppose. 

Q. Do you know where he is now? 

A. (Hesitatingly.) Yes, 

His Lordship—Answer a straightforward 
question in a straightforward way. 

Q. Is Underhill in this room now? 

A. He is in the building. 

Q. Is he in this court room? 

A. He is down stairs. 

Q. Is he in the Police Court? 

A. I don’t «now whether he is in the court 
or not, but he !s just underneath this room. 

Mr. Macmaster—If you don’t know ray so. 

Witness—I am otating what I think I sheuld 
do as an Officer of the Crown. 

I1is Lordship—Witness, do not attempt to 
fence \/ith me or I will commit you for con- 
tempt of court. I am ot in the habit of 
standing such nonsense. Now, sir, answer the 
question fairly. 

Witness—I am doing so, your lordship, so far 
as I can. As an employe of the Crown, I 
think—— 

His Lordship (interrupting)—Never mind 
what you think. Ail you have to do is to an- 
swer the question.

A. I knew that he was, 

Q. Yet you suggested to Mr, Ryan to gay in 
his letter that Mr. Underhfll was not in the city? 

A, I did. 

Q. Then you proved yourself a liar? 

A. Yea, 

Q. Your chief was aware, and so were you, 
that I desired to serve legal documents upon 
you? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Where vas Underhill at that time? 

A. Ido not know. 

Q. When was Underhill last at your house? 

A. Ido not know. 

Q. Did not the customs department help to 
bring him back from San Francisco to give 
evidence in the case?

Mr. Macmaster—According to Pinkerton’s 
detectives he left San Francisco on the 5th of 
June. We have been following up the case 
for some time and have shadowed our man. I 
can give you all the information you want re- 
garding him and of which you are so forgetful. 
What I now require of you is that you, being 
under oath, should state what you knowina 
straightforward way that the court can take 
cognizance of. I can trace Underhill’s foot- 
steps for months back. 

Q. Did you ever make an attempt to negoti- 
ate Underhill’s share in this transaction ? 

No answer from witnocs, 

His Lordship—Have you no books in your 
possession? Can you not, as a Customs officer, 
answer a plain question? 

Q. When did you get possession of Ayer’s 
books? 

A. Abouta yearago. They have been in my 
possession ever since. I have had them in 
court, 

Q. You heard me ask the Crow Counsel to 
produce those books? (Letter here produced 
from Mr. Ryan to councel for defense, saying 
that the books could not be produced.) 

Q. Did you suggest this letter ? 

A. I did. 

Q. Then Mr. Ryan is innocent, and you did 
the heavy villain business in this transaction ? 

A. Yes, 

His Lordship here again interfered, and se- 
verely reprimanded witness for his undignified 
and unofficial conduct, 

Witness (continuing)—Mr. Underhill, upon his 
arrival at the Canadian Pacific Railway depot, 
had been met by himself and Mr. Brousseau. 

Q. What was Underhill’ssbare of the transac- 
tion to be if it proved successful ? 

Witness did not answer. He was then re- 
minded by the court that it was his duty to 
tell the truth, the whole truth and nothing but 
the truth, and it was the duty of the court to 
see that he did go. 

Witness thought that Underbill had been 
paid expenses, some $25 to give evidence in 
the case. .\dmitted that he lied when he stated 
that he personally had paid money to Under- 
hill. Thought that the rules of the depart- 
ment authorized him to lie when uecessary. 

Mr. Macmaster read a letter from Ayer & Co. 
to the customs department, in which the 
writers said that they did not wish to have any 
misunderstanding with the Canadian customs, 
and would be willing to do almost anything to 
avoid any unpleasantness. 

Mr. Brousseau was the next witness called. 
He testified that he had stated in Ottawa that 
some one had applied for Underhill’s share of 
the reward by means of an anonymous letter. 
Aman named Bonney, who represented him- 
self os Ayer’s lawyer from Lowell had offered 
him $30,000 to let the matter drop. Witness had 
sworn to this fact at the criminal trial of the 
case last year. Had not since found out that it 
was a concoction of his companions or an ut- 
terly baseless lie. Had taken no steps to find 
out, but had since learne1 that Mr. Bonney 
was an‘older man than the one who came to 
him.

The Origin of Graphite. 
BY PROF, J. 8. NEWBERRY. 


In the article on Graphite in Johnson’s Uni- 
versal Cyclopedia, and in a paper on “The 
Origin and Relations of the Carbon Minerals,” 
published in the Annals of the New York Acad- 
emy of Sciences, vol. ii., No. 9, 1882, I have ad- 
vanced the view that graphite is the last term 
in the series of residual products formed in the 
spontaneous distillation of organic tissues, 
both vegetable and animal. I have there cited 
coal transformed into graphite at Newport, 
Rhode Isiand, and Craigman, Svotland, and 
specks and plates of graphite in the marbles of 
Amity and Ticonderogo, New York, as illus- 
trations of two modes of occurrence, and ap- 
parently two sources of this substance. 

A new examp'e of the derivation of graphite 
from coal has recently been brought to my 
knowledge, which seems worthy to be put on 
record. 

Mr. J. H. Banks, E.M., bas lately returned 
from a visit to the coal fields of Sonora, 
Mexico, bringing with him an interesting and 
instructive series of notes and specimens, 
which he has kindly submitted to me, 

This coal field has long been known, and to a 
limited extent worked, but has been as yet 
only imperfectly explored. It occupies an area 
of many hundred, perhaps some thousands of 
square miles, in central and eastero Sonora. 
The best known outcrops of the coai are those 
at Los Bronces, on the Yaki River, visited by 
Mr. A. Remond, in 1863. Specimens of the coal 
and a large series of fossil plants collected by 
him were sent to me for examination; they 
proved the age of the deposit to be about that 
of the Richmond coal basin, that is Upper 
Triassic, 

On the Yaki river the coal seems to be all 
anthracite of good quality, containing about 
as much volatile matter as the Lackawanna 
coal of Pennsylvania. At some distance east of 
the Yakiriver the coal is said to be bituminous 
and similar to that of Richmond, Va. The lo- 
cality visited by Mr. Banksis Sap Marcial, 40 
or 60 miles southwest of Los Bronces, and about 
the same distance from the railroad which 
leads from Hermosillo to Gaymas.
